Itis 
always the case in supposed anticipations 
of modern discoveries that the by-gone in- 
vestigator or speculator has hit upon the 
most startling feature, the mbat blazing 
promonitory, in an bee! ele coutitry, 
or un facts, or un hqught of con- 
trivance, ‘He has announced, in short, by 
some happy intuition, all that the mass of 
us ever come to know, and we aré con- 
stantly ready to give him as much credit as 
the patient discoyerer, or inventor, who 
has brought certitude or practical value to 
his random guesses. Captain Singleton 
appeared to he a worthy predecessor and 
anticipator of Livingstone and Speke, be- 
cause atthe beginning of the seventeenth 
century he narrated how in the interior of 
Africa, which the map-tiakers of the time 
represented as an unexplored blank, he had 
seen vast lakes, and a river issning from 
one of them which he believed to be the 
Nile. The one fact in the discoveries of 
African travelers before Stanley had laid 
hold of popular interest was that the Nile 
had its source in a huge lake, and not, as 
had previously been the common belief, in 
the Mountains of the Moon. Captain 
Singleton was apparently aware of this, 
and therefore it seemed that his merits ay 
an explorer had been unfairly allowed to 
die out of the memories of men.

yellow feyer, in some portivas of the Southern 
Btates, cresting an emergency which enlled for 
prompt aud extraordinary measures of relief. The 
disease appeared as an epldemie at New Orleans 
and ot other places on the Lower Missiasipp!, soon 
after midsummer. It was repidly spread by fugi- 
tives from the Infected cities and towns, and did 
not dieappear until early in November. The States 
of Loulstana, Missiesippi aud Tenticaeee have aut 
About one hundred thousand 
canes are. believed to have oecurred, of which, 
about twenty thousand, according to intelligent 
estimates, proved fatal. It is impossible to esti- 
wate with any approach to acevracy the logs to the 
country occasioned by this epidemic. It Is to be 
Teckoned by the hundred millions of dollars. The 
gnffering and destitution that resulted, excited the 
deepest sympathy in all parts of the Union.

When the Hesumption Act |, Old was the 
only coin which by low wus a legul-tenfer in pay- 
ment of all debta. That pet coutemplated resump- 
tion in geld cots only. No silver coin of fall legal- 
tender could then lawfully Issued.

@iver coin provited was fractional coin, whie! 
wae n lexnl-tender for five dollars only. The act 
approved Februnry 28, 1578, made a very 
important change tn our coinage aystem.

The amount of such coln ean thus be maln- 
tained at par with gokl can not be fairly teated 
Until resumption is accompliabed.

Tho Secretary, therefore, earnestly invokes the

Gold und silver have varied tn value from time 
to time in the history of nations, snd laws have 
been passed to meet this changing yalus, In our 
country, by the set of April 2, 1792, the ratio be- 
tween them waa fixed at one of guld to Sfteen af 
silver. By the act of June 28, 1834, the ratio wae 
ebanged to one of gold to sixteen of sliver. For 
more than a contury the market value of the two 
metals hai varied between these two raties,mainly 
resting at that Oxed by the Nations, of une to 
tifteen and a half.

ansactions, from ite greater relative value, but it

FUNDING. 


The amount of four per cent. bonds sold daring 
the present yeer. prior to Novemper 23, is 
$100,270,900, of which $94,770,900 were sold un- 
der the Refunding Act approved July 14, 1870. 
Six per cent. bonds, commonly known as five-twen- 
ties, to an equal amount have been redeemed, or 
will bo redeemed as calle mature. Thia beneficial 
process was grently reterded by the requirement 
of the law that subscriptions must be paid in coin! 
the inconvenience of obtatning which, to the great 
body of the people outelde of the large cities, de- 
terred msny sales. 

‘This wili nec affect sales after resumption, when 
honda can be paid for with United States notes, 


the American market, by rensoo of their retnrn 
from Europo, together with the eale of four-and-1- 
half per cent. bends for resumption purposes, 
tended to retard the sale of four per cent. bonds, 
As from the best advices, not more than @200,- 
000,000 of United States bonds aré now held oat 
of the country, it may be fairly anticipated that 
the sale of fuur per cent. bonds, hereafter, will 
largely increnes, 

Prier to May, 1877, United States bonds were 
mainly eold through an association of bankers. 
Experience proves that under the present plan of 
selling to all subdacribera on terme fixed by public 
advertisement, thongh the sgerecate of enies may 
be less, their distribution is more satisfactory. 
Under a popu!sr loan the interest is pald at home, 
and the inyostment Js available at times, with- 
ont ines, to meet the needs of the 
holder, This polis bas been Carefully 
fostered by other Nations, and should bo 
specially 60 ln ours, where ev citizen eqnatly 
participates to the governmentof his country. Tho 
holding of these bonds at home, to small sums well 
distributed, is of great importance in enlisting 
popular interest fn our national credit, and in en- 
eouraging habits of thrift, and such holding In the 
country 1 far more stable and less likely to disturb 
the market than it wonld bo in cities or by corpora 
tions, where the bonds can be promptly sold in 
quantities. 

The three-months’ public notices required by the 
fourth section of the refunding act to be given 
to the holders of the five-twenty bonds to be 
redeemed, necessarily Involves a loss to thea Gov- 
ernment by the payment of double interest durin, 
that time. The notice should not be given ontil 
subsoriptions are made or are reasonably certain 
to be made. they are made and the money 
is paid into the Treasury, whether it la kept there 
idle during the three mouths or di ited with Na- 
tional banks Ly os rbevigonny Sorta the Government 
not only pays interest on both classes of bonds 
during the ninety days, bet, if the sales are lurge, 
the hoarding of farze sume may disturb the mar- 
Ket.

long time; I put it to my head, but it 
would not revolye; it was sorusty. I then 
remember of going to Briggs & Pollack’s 
drug store, at Mt. Gilead, and asking the 
clerk for some chloroform, He handed 
me the bottle, and I took a copious 
draught.

Brvssets, Dec. 3.—The trial of T. Kint, 
of this city, for the embezzlement of secu- 
rities to the value of twenty million of 
franes deposited in the bank of Belgium— 
the case being held to be the most extraor 
dinary one on record—was concluded to- 
day. The history of Kint. as told in the 
indictment is as follows ; 
<. He entered the bank as supernumerary 
in 1857 and displayed considerable business 
capacity, was retained as chef de bureau, 
with a salary of four thousand francs.a 
year, at which figures his emolument 
seems to have remained to the last, 

Kent became his friend, his adviser, and 
ultimately almost his factotum, he made 
himself popular with everybody.

In our Iatest dispatches from Washing- 
ton yesterday morning, was outlined one 
of the plans by which the. brokers and 
money-shayers expect to reap a rich har- 
vest out of Secretary Surzman’s attempt at 
resumption. It is bold and daring enough, 
not only to attract general attention, but 
excite alarm and apprehension. Even the 
most resolute dpponent of forced resump- 
tion will heartily pray that confusion may 
overtake this gigantic conspiracy. This 
conspiracy will not fail-from @ lack of in- 
tention. The lack of opportunity will alone 
frustrate its designs. The amount of gold 
now held by the.treasury is approximately 
$130,000,000, ‘Phe amount of legal tender 
notes subject to redemption, on presenta- 
tion amount to about $348,008%000. On the 
first of January the treasury will have to 
pay $21,000,000 interest on bonds, out of the 
gold in the treasury, which will reduce the 
gold reserve to about $118,000,000, available 
for the redemption of just three times that 
amount of paper, to say nothing of the 
other specie demands that nvust necessarily 
follow the attempt at resumption. 

It is said that a Wall streeé combination 
already has $12,000,000 in,gold.coin at ite 
command. In addition to this, the mem- 

-bers of the combination lieve borrowed 
all the greenbacks that they have been 
able to pick up in the metropolis and other 
business centres, and have their agents 
everywhere to borrow or buy all the green- 
backs that they may require for their pur- 
pose, which is to drain the treasury of its 
gold reserve within the first thirty days of 
resumption, and then sell Mr. Sazaman 
their gold at a premium, with which to 
continue resumption, and then again draw 
it: out dollar for dollar with their stock of 
legal tenders.

Peter Hayden arrived in the city at 9:30 
yesterday, from the Hocking mines, and 
devoted his attention for the remainder of 
the day in ascertaining the cause of having 
such a large hole blown through his pocket- 
book. The defunct boiler was first in- 
spected by the aged Peter and his able co- 
horts, McCallip and Price, and ordered re- 
moved from Mrs. Dunning’s kitchen to the 
sidewalk, where the coroner’s inquest will 
sit in judgment upon it. The shed where 
once stood the “‘ten-inch” mill was next 
subjected to the gaze of the astute trio, and 
after an order from the grand sachem, 
the working of clearing away commenced. 
After further investigation, the Hayden 
household concluded that the system of 
making steam with chéhp coal was not the 
better way, and consequently ordered that 
as soon as possibfe the boilers which have 
done good service these many years should 
be consigned to the scrap-pile, and new 
boilers from the Scioto boiler works should 
be given a chance to blow up on dear 
coal. 

The system which is now in general use 
throughout the country, heats the furnace 
and boilers with the same fires. The boil- 
ers are placed above the furnaces with an 
iron flue connection, and the heat, which 
is made with slack-coal—this kind of fuel 
being necessary to properly heat the iron 
—passes through the furnace, up the flue 
and through the boiler into the stack. 
Slack-coal js hard on boilers, and besides 
the heat which is only hot enough to heat 
the iron is too hot for steam. This is the 
theory of Mr. Hayden, and to make life 
more enjoyable in the mill he has ordered 
that the boilers be separated from the 
furnaces, and the steam generated from 
good coal. 

Orders were also given to subordinates 
to start up the “ big mill” and the wire 
mill Monday morning, and the “ ten-inch 
mill” a8 soon as a furnace and boiler 
could be erected, which will take about ten 
days. 

The employes and officers of the mill 
held a mecting in Hayden’s coal office 
yesterday afternoon, to make preparations 
for attending the funerals of the deceased 
victims in a body. A committee was ap- 
pointed to confer with the friends of the 
dead, when it was decided that Charley 
Freeland and George Bel! be buried Sun- 
day morning, the funeral services to be 
held at their homes, which are only a hun- 
dred feet apart, at 10 o’clock; and that the 
remains of Richard Barry’ and Michael 
McCarty be interred in the afternoon, the 
funeral services of whom will be cele- 
brated at St. Joseph’s cathedral, at 2 p, m. 

Michael McCarty died at six o'clock yes- 
terday morning at St. Francis hospital, and 
thereby hangs a tale. When young Me- 
Carty was removed from the debris, two 
comrades, named James McGill and James 
Carroll, picked up the scalded youth and 
placed him in in an open express wagon. 
They then drove to the office of Dr. Bald- 
win, who was away from honfe, and im- 
mediately afterward the wagon drew up in 
front of the office of the corpulent Hamil- 
ton, corner of Long and Fourth streets. 
The doctor was at home, but plainly 
signified his willingness-to haye nothing to 
do with the case. This is not the first time 
that this pious physician refused to attend 
to serious calls. Young McCarty, with his 
clothes drippitig with water, and suffering 
from the effect of a quick reaction, was 
toted in the express to the office of Dr. 
Pooley, who, like the good samaritan, took 
him in, gave him brandy, wrapped him in 
blankets, and otherwise administered to 
his wants. Assoon as possible McCarty 
was conveyed to St. Francis hospital, not- 
withstanding the fact that he had a home 
on north Park street. The elder McCarty, 
who is employed at the insane asylum, 
hurried home as soon as notified of the 
explosion, surprised to find his son in the 
hospital. He requested that he beallowed 
to remain with his son during the night, 
but this was refused by the sister in 
charge, she stating that it was against the 
rules, and that the boy was not in a dan- 
gerous condition. Mr. McCarty returned 
home, and the first thing that greeted his 
ears yesterday morning was that his boy 
was dead. Mr. McCarty feels very indig- 
nant oyer the fact that his child died with- 
out any kindred near. The citizens gen- 
erally, who became acquainted with the 
facts ‘yesterday, are very indignant, and 
ask ior a ventilation of the affair.

The daily papersgive, day after day, the 
sad stories of women who fall from virtue, 
and. their, subsequent, bitter, deaths, 
through the machination of bad men 


whom they in their innocence have loved | 


not wisely but too well; but it is a com- 
paratively rare thing to learn the story of a 
woman who, through willfulness, has gone 
into a life of shame. 

Such-a case, however, has recently been 
brought to my attention. 

In thedying daysof the recent fatal plague 
which was so devastating to the south, 
there came to this city a telegram couched 
in these words: ‘* Mattie died here, to-day, 
of yellow fever. She was kindly cared for 
by friends during her last hours.”” 

This little message, brief as it was, was 
the finale of a very sad life drama, and the 
close of a short and ingloriong career of a 
young woman who, if she had so decreed, 
might have ended far differently. 

THE STORY OF A LIFE. 

Several years ago there came to this city 
from a well-known town on the Ohio river 
a young girl just budding into womanhood. 
Mattie had been reared by a relative 
who had provided her with a home since 
early childhood, and had furnished her the 
facilities for acquiring a fair education. 


The girl, upon coming here, took her place 
in her parents’ home and was welcome. 
She was not handsome in either face or 
form, but her ways were spritely and win- 
ning, and when in her presence her spirit- 
edand agreeable conversation made 
forget that she was not beautiful, | 

After atime “the girl-connected hereelf 
with a leading church, and became very re- 
ligious; her talks in prayer-tneeting being 
elegant of diction and full of religious fer- 
yor, which could not fail to attract atten- 
tion, and so give her prominence among 
the ladies of the church. : 

When the temperance crusade of a few 
years was raging, Mattie was in her ele- 
ment, ‘and, as the deep-toned bell’ of a 
tall steeple rang‘out its solemn tones, she 
led the throng of weeping women to the 
saloon, and then, kneeling low, called upon 
the Almighty to discountenance the sale of 
rum.

Wasnincrox, Dec. 1i.—Mr. Blaine to- 
day spoke on the ion offered by him, 
directing an inv nm into the alleged 
frauds and outrages in the recent elections, 
as follows: 

The Pending resolution was offered by 
me with a two-fold purpose in view: 

Ist. To place on record in a definite and 
authentic form, the frauds and outrages 
by which some elections were car- 
ried by the dem party in the South- 


ern states. 

2d. To find whetheF there be any meth- 
ods by which a repetition of these crimes 
against a ballot can-be prevented. The 
newspapers is the i through which 
the people of the United States are in- 
formed. The accounts given in the press 
represent elections im some of the South- 
ern states to haye Ween accompanied by 
violence, and in nota few cases by destruc- 
tion of life. They have been controlled 
by threats that awed and intimidated a 
large class of ones and by fraud of the 
miost shameless and shameful character. 

Indeed, in South @arolina, there seems 


| to have been no election at all, in any 


proper sense of the term. There was in- 
stead a series of skirmishes over the state, 
in which the polling es were regurded 
as forts to be capt by one party, and 
held against an army. Where this could 
not be done with convenience, fraudulent 
count and ballot devices were resorted to 
in order to effectually destroy the way. 
Mr. Blaine said that the issue is whether 
the white voter in the north sivall be equal 
to the white voter of the south; in shaping 
the policy and finding the destiny of this 
country, or whether, to put it still more 
plainly, shall the white man who foughtin 
the ranks of the union have as weighty 
and influential a yote in the government 
of the republic as the white man who 
fought in the ranks of the rebel 
army? It appears that the states 
that formed the late confederate 
government, permitted 65,000 white people 
who rebelled against the union of the Uni- 
ted States to.elect a representative in con- 


ess, whilé in the loyal states it nires 
182,000 of the white people that fought for

‘every appropriation of money, in fixing 
every point of public policy, in decreeing 
what shutll be the fate and future of the re- 
public, the confederate soldier of the 
south is enabled to east a vote that is twice 
as powerful and twice as influential as the 
yote of a union soldier in the north,

happily situatedysin¢e he may have his 
suffrage al iy panies. or fatally 
abridged by violence, hctual or threatened, 
by mobs, or by frauds, and the frauds and 
deceptions of ‘state officers from the gov- 
ernor down to the last clection clerk. If 
the present vote of the south were cast a8 
its lawful desire is to be cast, the demo- 
cratic party could not gain power.

A New Weather Clock. 


Sergeant Stansell yesterday morning re- 
ceived a new instrument to aid him in com- 
piling the wind market for this locality. It 
is called the “Weather Base, or Farmer's 
Weather Indicator,” and is suspended like 
aclock in a fair light, and to a free cir- 
culation of air. 

It is intended to locate these useful in- 
struments mainly in towns where the 
weather reports are-not regularly received. 
They will be at village postoffices or some 
other convenient location, where they can 
be seen and examined by the greatest num- 
ber of persons, and will doubtless be very 
serviceable to farmers.

The in- 
struments are divided into three parts, as 
follows:

Jupor Reacax, of Texas, had his anti- 
discrimination bill passed in the house day 
before yesterday. Itis one of the most 
important measures likely to, come before 
congress during the entire session, affect- 
ing as it does the entire carrying trade of 
the country. The fourth section, which is 
the most important one, contains the pro- 
vision: “That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons engaged in the trans- 
portation of property, a5 provided in the 
first section of this act, to charge or receive 
any greater compensation per ear-load of 
similar property for carrying, receiving, 
storing, forwarding or handling the same 
for a shorter than a longer distance in one 
continuous carriage.” The first section 
prevents any discrimination as between 
persons and communities for transporta- 
tion. This bill was originally introduced 
by Mr. Watsox, of Pennsylvania, in a lit- 
tle different shape, and was referred to 
Judge Reacas, who has had special 
charge of it ever since. An im- 
mense lobby appeared against it last 
winter, and inasmuch as Judge Rea- 
GAN failed to get it passed in its regular 
order, it was charged against him not only 
by the press, but by the boards of trade in 
several of the larger cities that he had been 
corruptly influenced by the railway mag- 
nates or their agents.

Bishop Interviewed, 
From the Statesman. 

Our reporter happened in the governor's 
office this moriing, and conversation turn- 
ed on the question of Mr, Heffner's resig- 
nation as member of the penitentiary 
board. 

Reporter—Have you read an interview 
with A. D. Heffner, in this morning's 
Democrat, Governor? 

Governor—I have. 

Reporter—What about Heffner’s resig- 
nation?

I requested him not to re- 
sign, but to reconsider, And as he left 
the room I told him I should not consider 
itas a resignation at present, and should 
not act upon it then, hoping he would, 
after considering the matter, change his 
mind, and so advise me.

Down With Gas, 
Cincinnati Gazette Editorial. 

Why not reduce the price of gas to private 
consumers? Sure enough, why not? The 
gas company charges the price pro- 
vided for in that infamous ten year con- 
contract, and it is natural that it should 
not voluntarily reduce it without a consid- 
eration. The consideration they ask isa 
new contract for ten years. A yearago or 
thereabouts the gas company offered to re- 
duce the price to $2 in consideration of a 
ten year contract. That was properly re- 
jected, the price being too high. Thins the 
matter rests; but if we are not mistaken 
it rests in that way because the city authori- 
ties refuse or neglect to take action If 
the board-of public works would pre} 
and the council pass an ordinance making 
a ten year contract with the gas company, 
fixing the price < ee consumers at 
$1 50 per 1,000 cubie feet, the com 
would think a great many thee Detire te 
would rejectit. It could notafford to reject it 
and we believe it would accept. The pres- 
ent contract has over a year torun. Con- 
sumers would, therefore, be supplied for 
one year at $1.50 instead of $2.25, and 
thereafter at $1.50, .which, if it is not @ 
very low price, is certainly very reason- 
able. When we talk about the price of 
gas in London and Paris, we fo! that 
Cincinnati is not either London or Paris in 
population, and we also seem to forget that 
the net cost of gas delivered depen: 
ly upon the quantity consumed. If Cim- 
cinnati, with a population of 350,000, con- 
sumed as much gas as London, with a 
popu of 3,000,000, gas could be profit- 
ably supplied at less than eighty-seven 
cents, which is the London price. 

But somebody may say, why makes 
contract now until the electric light shall 
be developed? But the electric light has 
nothing to do with it. Even if it should 
prove a great success, equal to the sun in 
brilliancy and cheapness, it would have 
nothing to do with it, so far as regards the 
interests of comsumers. It is not pro- 
posed to make a contract compelling citi- 
zens to consume gas; only "that for what 
they may use the charge shall not be more 
than $1 50 per 1,000, the electric light 
should be a success, there would be noth- 
ing to prevent people from using that and 
dispensing with gas. If they did not con- 
sume the latter, they would have nothing 
to pay for it. As for street lights, the 
Conover contract fixes that, The price is 
regulated by the average charge in certain 
cities, and the contract is perpetual, or can 
only be terminated by the purchase of the 
gas works by the city. Having a railroad 
on hand, we shall not pureliase the gas 
works very soon. 

Practically, therefore, the contract for 
lighting the streets is perpetual, and can 
not be affected by the success or the fail- 
ure of the electric light. 

The contract we propose would affect 
pare consumers only, and these would 

free to use gas or not. 

The point we are driving at is to get the 
pee of gas down toa reasonable figure. 

f we can secure it at $1.50, we certainly 
do not care to go on paying $2.25. The 
reason for this is plain enough, Never 
mind about the -electrie light 4 Time 
enough to look into that it 
reaches ns. Furthermore, if the prolific 
Edison_should succeed in distributing and 
measuring the electric light as gas is dir- 
tributed and measured, and- at one-third 
the price, or thereabout, the occupation of 
gas companies would ‘disappear. But we 
would not advise people of a ve 
turn of mind to sell electric 
those terms, 

Now let the city passan ordinance con- 
tracting with the gas company, for ten 
years, at $1.50, subject to the acceptance of 
the latter, and we shall have gas at $1.50, 
instead of $2.25, and there is no reason 
why this reduction should not come in 
with resumption. It would be a feature to 
have honest money and an_ honest price 
for gas at the same time. Strike, gentle- 
men.

Silver was 
Luna; Saturn, lead; Jupiter, tin mercury 
stood for quicksilver; and Mars for iron! 
The Scandinavian god Thor wielded the 
hammer of Smith. It did not equal Nas- 
myth’s steam-hammer or steam arm; but 
had Nasmyth lived in Grecian or Seandi- 
navian eras, he would have been exalted 
as divine for his invention. 

Gatling, with his gun, is a friend of Smith, 
Dahlgren, a blood relation ; and Sir William 
Armstrong and Krupp other aliases for 
Smith!

This may be done by covering the center 
of the street,between the two rows. of 
shade trees, with asphalt, while the spaces 
ontside could Be paved with some other 
material. This, in effect, would make 
three streets out of one, each of them equal 
in width to the most continuously traveled 
streets. of other cities. The center of the 
street being covered with a smooth and un- 
broken pavement, could be dedicated ex- 
clusively to the use of equestrians and car- 
riages, insuring safety and pleasure at the 
same time. Such a street in such a city as 
‘Columbus would be a marvel of beauty, 
and stand without a rival in the world— 
handsomer in all respects than the Mall 
in Central Park, New York, or the drives 
of London and Paris.

MORE GRIEVANCES 


Ou the Workings of the Ohio Institu- 
tien for the Blind, 
To Tax Dewocrat: Pe. 
Corumava, O., December 14, 1878. 

Truth is the reality of things, and though 
it often bears an offending form, it always 
~possesses the beautiful characteristic of 
justice. I am willing to confine myself to 
the letter of this definition, and while I 
expect to be offensive to some, I mean to 
do justice to all, thereby enlisting in my 
fayor the powerful weapons of truth and 
facts. When a person in power, unknow- 
ingly, makes a mistake, his error should 
not be exposed; but when one of assumed 
superiority is found to be otherwise than 
capable and worthy of authority, he should 
be very tenderly lifted from his lofty pin- 
nacle of power and placed in a snug little 
cottage among the hills of New England. 

I fully appreciate the fact that agitation 
is often productive of more eyil than 
Ishould not, however, be too considerate 
by leaving unexposed such persons as are 
entirely unfit to hold office in such an 
institution as this. The difficulty under 
which many persons honestly labor is that 
it requires a peculiar ability to govern this, 
as well as many other public institutions. 
This idea is flatly contradicted by the 
words of our present superintendent, as 


Ws: 
“10. There is no reason. why a blind 
child should not commence attending the 
district or other school with his seeing 
Wrothers and sisters, and take part in the 
exercises in spelling, mental arithmetic, 
geography, ete.; indeed, in everything ex- 
cept reading. Blind children ‘can learn 
everything which can be taught by con- 
versation, and by giving them an oppor- 
tunity to examine and handle objects just 
xs well as those who have sight; and there 
is no reason why their education should 
not be commenced as early as that of see- 


ing children is.” 

his “ peculiar” ability, therefore, is the 
one and same as is met with in the 
generality of teachers. I desire the re- 
moval of Superintendent Smead because 
his fidelity to the school is not meritorious- 
ly exhibited, chiefly in the occupancy of 
six or seven rooms in this institution; be- 
eause his love of equality is strikingly il- 
lustrated in the discrimination between 
the blind and the other <‘ficersof the 
school; and because his Chiistien meek- 
ness manifests itself in his brutal and un- 
just treatment of the opinions and rights of 
the pupils. 

There is yet another person at whose 
door reorganization should knock. It is 
the chief matron, twenty of whose 
life haye been spent in this institution, 
during which time many transactions have 
taken place, the rectitude of which has 
been seldom questioned; because she is 

“With smooth dissimulation, skilled to grace 
A devil's purpose, with an angel's face.” 

Nota few unfortunate pupils have been 
deprived of the advantages of this school 
since the commencement of Miss Brown's 
connection with it. There may have been, 
and there no goybtis, a slight cause; but 
all of them with, perhaps, three excep- 
tions, regard their-expulsions as having 
been brought about not by the magnitude 
of the all crimes, but by the matron’s 
augmentation of them. For she, it is well 
known, exerts a destructive influence over 
the affairs of the school. Not long ago it 
washer custom to hide the boys hats every 
ponies morning. They were concealed 
from the boys until it was too late to at- 
tend their own chirch. The hats found 
the heads justin time 1 stag prea 
Brown to her place of worship. Let no 
person say that twenty years of experience 
entitles the matron to the continuation of 
her position, for twenty years ago her ex- 
perience was as the experience of one 
elected to fill her place. Greater faults 
than those mentioned might be advanced, 
but for certain reasons I refrain from ex- 
posing them in a public paper. In order, 
therefore, to extend the happy effects of 
partial reorganization, these two at least 
should not be allowed to obstruct the bene- 
fit which would inevitably result from 
their removal: w OBSERVER.

STATE POLITICS. 


‘To thé Democrat. 

Cotumeus, O., Dec. 13.—Ohio owes largely 
her present influence and position asa state 
tothe care and economy with which her 
home affairs wereadministered in her early 
history. National politics had not then so 
entirely absorbed public attention as to 
sink all important questions affecting state 
politics. John Burgh, the democratic 
auditor of state, in the face of the cry of 
repudiation, established a sinking fund, by 
which our state debt has been nearly paid 
off, while Alfred Kelley, the old whig 
leader, perfected the system of taxation, 
by which the money was raised, 
Politics then had not degenerated 
into a mere game of getting office 
to make money and then spending it to 
buy their way to a more profitable place. 
The people of all parties expected their 
representative men in official positions 
to accomplish something for the public 


Hard times are upon us, the wages of 
labor have declined, and everything fallen 
in proportion except the fees and salaries 
of county officers. The last report of the 
auditor of state shows they now reach the 
enormous sum of over $1,628,000, with no 
returns from Franklin and Medina coun- 


i 


ties, while during the same year the 
sum paid out to the state officers, the judi- 
ciary, the legislature and clerks in all the 
departments is less than $400,000. . The 
petty economy which spends wecks in the 
general assembly in cutting down the 
wages of laborers, in docking three 
or five dollars per month from the 
woman who sweeps the offices 
would be more effective against county 
officials getting five or ten thousand dollars 
per year. Repeated attempts to remedy this 
evil by legislation has failed, for it wonld 
always be modified to suit these potent 
home officials. 

In view of these facts, Senator Dugan, of 
Jackson, introduced last year in the Senate 
joint resolution No. 55, proposing an 
amendment tothe Constitution to limit the 
fees and salaries of county officers, by a 
clussification of counties, fixing the maxi- 
mum of compensation, providing that all 
fees and allowances shall be paid into the 
county treasury; and that the legislature 
shall so reduce thé fees to relieve the peo- 
plesoas to cut offany surplus, and that 
the compensation of no officer should be 
increased or diminished during his term of 
office. This amendment is similar in 
principle to the article of the present Con- 
stitation of Mlinois on the subject 
of county officers which was ratified 
by a separate yote of the electors 
by over 100,000 majority. The details of 
Senator Dungan's proposition may require 
amendments. It is claimed that it will 
make a saving of over $300,000 on the 
present system, settle definitely a vexed 
question by a direct vote of the electors at 
a time when the public can be informed 
by discussion on the subject. It prevents 
the compensation of county officers from 
being unjustly changed, as can be done 
now under the present constitution, and, 
in the language of Governor Allen’s first 
message, fixes their pay “not dispropor- 
tionate to the salaries of other public offices 
and of persons in private life; * * * 
not so high as to make the getting of office 
a profession and to enable candidates and 
applicants to buy their way fo public 
places.”

A BOSTON HORROR. 


A Double Murder That is Shrouded in 
Mystery.

Bostox, Dec. 15—A horrible double 
tragedy occurred this morning, the motive 
of which is shrouded in mystery, at the 
west end, 97 Poplar street. It is occupied 
by Patrick Cain, wife and infant, and with 
Cain lived his brother-in-law, Charles 
Callahan. On the lower floor lived Mich- 
ael McNulty and family who were awaken- 
ed about two o'clock by hearing pistol 
shots in rapid succession and scuffling 
over head. 

McNulty sprang out of bed just as his 
daughter, who slept in the attic, came into 
the room with a lamp in her hand and 
cried that the house was on fire. On be- 
ing questioned she said she was awakened 
by pistol shots and ran into Cain's kitchen 
where he and Callahan were scuffing, and 
seizing the lamp, ran down stairs. Me- 
Nulty ran into the hall and met Cain who 
tried to run past him and out of the door.

WORDS OF WISDOM. | 


“Man's Meagre Appropriation of 
God’s Abundant Provisions.” 


The Humiliations of Poverty, the 
Trials of the Swineherd and 
the Pangs of Hunger. 


Rev. Robert G. Hutchins’ Eloquent Sermon 
at the Congregational Church 
Yesterday. 


Rev, Dr. R. G. Hutchins spoke at the 
evening service yesterday, on the subject 
of “Man’s Meagre A ppropriation of God's 
Abundant Provisions,” choosingas his text 
the 11th to 17th verses inclusive of the 15th 
chapter of the gospel by St. Luke, it being 
aportion of the parable of the Prodigal 
Son. 

Heasked where we should go to learn 
the humiliations of poverty, the trials of 
the swineherd, the pangs of hunger and 
the terrors of famine but to this poor 
young man who had fallen into 
trouble? If he had been cate 


chized in the earlier stages of his career 
concerning the sources of his misfortunes, 
how loath he would have been to implicate 
himself, and how ready to blame his 
father, or his companions. If you ap- 

roach him and say to him, in substance, 
‘You have the air of a gentlemen’s son. 
Your fortunes are evidently in decay, and 

et there is in your affairs the carcase ofa 
bounty spent and gone. There is a certain 


»e in your manner that, though you are 


weakened by hunger and clad in rag, 
tell me now, how did you come into the 
midst of your afflictions?” ‘“Thetrath is,” 
he might answer, “My father always had a 
wicked partiality for his elder son. He 
could never forget that he was hisfirat born; 
and, to make the way in‘tife elear for him, 
he sent me adrift in the world; turned me 
out upon its cold mereies to do for my- 
self.” Or, he might blame it to a hard, 
unsympathizing spirit in his father, 
which would always keep him delving 
in the vineyard or olive orchard, 
and when he told him he must leave his 
service, to thrust him away without his 
just portion of the estate. Or, he might 
claim to be the victim of man’s iuhumanity 
to man, and that he had lost faith in man- 
kind, who had clung to him while his 
money lasted, but ha forsaken him when 
it wasgone. Or he might confess that in 
the days of his boyish inexperience he had 
wandered away and done folishly, but 
<a that his father had never done 
the first thing to recover or to relieve him, 
though he had traced his whereabouts, but 
his heart was wholly set on that elder son 
of his.”

And then men are expected to get 
ready for the appalling hour which we 
call ‘the death hour, and, besides, it is 
claimed that beyond there is an everlasting 
life, and this is the only chance we have to 
ay for it; and God has eternity in 

keeping. Now why should He dole it 
out so niggardly to us? 

This average man might be asked wheth- 
er God has not pu into his hands the price 
with which to buy a long life; whether 
he has not squandered already enough 
physical resources, in sensual indulgences 
or otherwise, to have projected his life for 
ears beyond its present limits; whether 
e has used all his time judiciously. 

Dr. Hutchins said he was struck when 
he read over the list of those who have 
achieved jy things in life, to see how 
many of them died in comparative youth. 

He thought, as a general rule, that men 
do more for the world by being than 
by doing. Dr. Arnold, of Rugby, was an 
excellent illustration of this, who, though 
he died. before completing his lovely 
masterpiece painting of the transfigura- 
tion, would not be soon forgotten by Eng: 
land. He ‘had placed upon the canvas 
enough to convey his conception of that 
scene. Washington Allston had done a 
similar thing in his uncompleted painting 
of Belshazzar’s feast. Michel Angelo was 
another illustration. 

He believed that beyond this life, God 
has a grand spiritual sphere where he has 
uses for men and women, and we need to 
make a full and not a meagre use of God’s 
provisions here, that we may be well pre- 
pared for those heavenly uses. 

If we think that God chastens us severe- 
ly here for slight offences, let us remember 
how strong the temptations to sin are, and 
how greatly we need a check in that direc- 
tion. By one dishonest act we may con- 
a ourselyes to the gloom of the prison 
cell, and cast a pall over the heart of 
a widowed mother. And we may not 
plead inexperience in such matters. If 
we have not had personal experience our- 
selves, we have that of others before us, 
and we may profit by it.

More Spite oe Than Anything 


Boston Must be Beaten—The Bound Rule 
Entirely Abolished—The Crooks Re- 
ceive no Mercy. 


The rules governing the game of base ball 
are so near perfect that the greatest experts 
in theory and practice find but few points 
to improye upon. This was proven by the 
action of the national Jeague held in Cleve- 


land some two weeks ago, fewer changes 
being made in the rules than ever before 
at a similar meeting, and some of these 
were evidently more spite work than any- 
thing else. For instance, the piteber’s po- 
sition has for years been six feet square, 
and the pitcher could occupy any place in- 
side this, Some pitchers continually shift- 
ed about, first occupying one side then 
another, thus giving a decided advantage 
in the delivery of the ball. It was pro- 
posed to reduce the width of the position 
from six to four feet, and during the dis- 
cussion which arose, Harry Wright inad- 
vertently acknowledged that it would in- 
jure Bond, the Boston’ pitcher. This was 
enough, and it was at once adopted. First 
blow at Boston. This was followed by a 
still more cowardly attack in’ the shape 
of the rule prohibiting managers on the 
field during thé game. This was 
a direct blow at the Boston club and the 
veteran Harry Wright. It was claimed 


that Harry Wright by his counsel to his | J 


men during the game enabled them to-win 
many a game, and that he must be ruled 
off. The Bostons claimed they employed 
Harry Wright for his experience and skill 
and that thus they would be deprived of 
it. Harry himself claimed that his occu- 
pation wonld be gone and his value would 
be largely diminished and that he would 
be injured financially. But it was no go; 
Boston must be bounced, and bounced she 
was. 

The change in the rule of calling balls is 
only in the manner, as under the new rule 
the umpire must call every ball delivered 
either a ball or strike up to nine balls, when 
the striker takes his base. 

The umpire was given authority to fine 
the pitcher from five to fifty dollars 
for hitting a batsman intentionally. This 
is a mere farce, for howvean the umpire de- 
cide when the pitcher hits a batter inten- 
tionally, 

The only real reform movement was the 
abolition of the bound rule entirely, mak- 
ing the game a fly game. ll foul balls 
and balls on third strike must be held on 
the fly in order to put the striker out. This 
we think a good rule. 

The umpire question, which seems to be 
the hardest one to settle at present, was 
left untouched; indeed, it is doubtful if 
any other method for selecting this im- 
portant officer can be adopted. The game 
as at present played almost always lays in 
the hands of this person, as by a decision 
in a close case he may throw the game one 
way or the other, hence the absolute im- 
portance of having not only honest, un- 
biased persons to occupy the position, but 
those who have the requisite knowledge 
and coolness to fill it. The latter is one of 
the greatest requisites, as many of the best 
umpires, in other respects, we have ever 
seen, have failed on account of getting 
“rattled,” as the: boys say, 

Nolan, Hall and Craver, expelled for 
crookedness, applied for reinstatement, 
but their petitions were refused.

The Ceremony of the Laying of the 
Corner Stone of the New Station House 


—Speeches, Ete. 


Scriptures record what isin literature re- 
garded as the first ceremonies of laying the 
corner stone in the history of the building 
of the wise man’s temple. Since then like 
ceremonies have been celebrated in all ages 
and civilized countries. 

In accordance with this time honored 
custom, the laying of the corner stone of 
the station house, now in pi of con- 
struction at the foot and on the west side 
of Town street, was celebrated yesterday 
afternoon, with appropriate ceremonies. 

Ata little after half past one, Sergeants 
Benninghoff and Ryan and eighteen pa- 
trolmen, headed by Hemmersbach’s band, 
marched from their present quarters to 
the city hall. Leaving the band in the 
street, the police filed up stairs into the 
hall dividing the city offices. Most of the 
members of the city council soon after 2s- 
sembled, and returning to the street, the 

rocession, under the marshalship of Chief 

‘einmiller, formed as follows: 


City Council, 
Fire Department. 

The procession moved via State, High 
and Town streets to the site. 

At the site a Tea Be had been built 
over the corner of the foundation on which 
the stone was to be laid, and upon this the 
procession marched, and the ceremonies 
were performed. On the banks surround- 
ing the foundation assembled an immense 
throng of people. 

Councilman Short was master of cere- 
monies, and the first number of the pro- 
gramme was a prayer by Rev. 8. A. Keen, 
pastor of Wesley chapel, who thanked 
God for government, and prayed that this 
prison might serve the ends of justice, and 
never be used to promote injustice. He 
invoked God to bless alllaw-making bodies, 
the executors of law, and those upon 
whom the power of the law is visited for 
transgression.

These walls on which we stand are 
strong and wide, and are laid to sustain an 
elevation to remain for generations to 
come—a court and prison of municipal 
justice. In another century this building 

ere begun will be pointed out to the visi- 
tor as one of the ancient monuments in 
the capital city of Ohio. 

And at last, when it has subserved all 
the purposes and uses for which it is now 
by us, or may be hereafter by others, de- 
signed, and its walls thrown down, the cu- 
rious observer of that day will find Jaid 
away in this stone a record, that on the 
17th day of December, in the year of grace, 
1878, it was laid. The names of members 
of the council, city officials, and those con- 
ducting these rites, will be read by a dis- 
tant terity, and what we are now doing 
will be a matter of interest as the exhibi- 
tion of the ways and doings of a primitive 
people; for as we look upon the men of 
one or two centuries ago, so will posterity 
of one or two centuries hence consider us.

KEHOE’S KICK, 


Between Heaven and Earth in An- 
swer to Justice. 


The Execution of Jack Kehoe, For 
Murder, Yesterday, at Potts- 
ville, Pennsylvania. 


A Complete History of His Many 
Crimes, And The Efforts That 
Were Made to Save Him 
Prom the Gallows. 


Special Dispateh to The Daily Democrat. 

Porrsvinte, Pa., Dec. 18.—To-day, at 
10:30, Jack Kehoe, the celebrated king of 
the infamous Mollie Maguires, was ex- 
cuted for the terrible crime of taking the 
life of hia fellow man. The history of the 
crime for which he was forced te yield up 
his life to-day is given below. 

Kehee’s Henring. 

Kehoe bore up to his fate during the re- 
maining few hours with remarkable forti- 
tude. He retired last night a little after 
eleven o'clock, after having made his devo- 
tions, and rested uneasily during the night, 
having slept three or four hours. At six 
o'clock this morning, one of the under- 
keepers called at his cell door and found 
him still in bed. He arose at once, and 
for a time was engaged in prayer. He 
dressed himself carefully. “While doing 
so, he was asked how he felt, and replied: 
“First-rate; I never felt better in my life.” 
About 7 o’clock Mrs. Kehoe was again ad- 
mitted to see her husband, and had a short 
interview with him before his spiritual 
advisers called. Mass was celebrated by 
Rey. Father Gallagher. Kehoe's wife re- 
mained with him and partook breakfast 
with her husband, at 9 o'clock, for the last 
time. The parting between Kehoe and 
his wife was a sad one. At 10:20 the pro- 
cession moved out of the corridors, down 
the jail yard; he walked to the instrument 
of death, headed by Warden King and 
Sheriff Matz, in the rear Fathers Galla- 
gher and Brennan, reading the service of 
the Catholic church. Kehoe came next 
with his head covered and wrapped in a 
heavy circular, holding « lighted taper a 
in his hands, his lips moving in prayer, the 
least tremor being perceptible. On the 
scaffold his spiritual advisers embraced 
him fervently and whispered’ words of en- 
eouragement in his ear. 

When the sheriff asked him if he had 
anything to say, he threw off his heavy 
clouk, appearing ina suit of broadcloth, 
low slippers, anda beautiful boquet in his 
cont-lappel. Clearing his throat twice or 
three times, he stepped to the front of the 
scaffold, and smiling upon his audience, 
said in aclear, ringing voice: “I am not 
guilty of the murder of Langdon, and never 
saw the ¢rime committed.” At 10:25, the 
noose was adjusted and the white cap 
drawn over his head. 

Just as the hands ofthe clock in a neigh- 
boring church steeple: pointed to 10:26, 
Jack Kehoe was launched from time to 
eternity. Just thirty minutes after the 
trap was sprung, he was pronounced dead. 

It was reported this morning that Kehoe 
had made detailed statements yesterday, to 
his attorney, ofall his crimes. A Dexo- 
crat reporter called upon theattorney this 
afternoon to learn if the rumor had any 
foundation. He said that it had not, that 
he (Kehoe) had never committed a murder 


in his life. 
His Crime, 


Jack Kehoe, the victim of the law’s 
tardy justice, was the head and front of 
the Mollie Magnire order of Schuykill 
county, until bis arrest for conspiracy and 
murder a few years ago. It had been 
shown by the evidence of Detective Mc- 
Parlan and others that he had taken an 
active part in schemes to have assassinated 
Wm. Thomas and the Major brothers, all 
of whom had rendered themselyes obnox- 
ious to the organization. Thomas was the 
victim of a cowardly and almost fatal as- 
sault while he was in a stable, several 
Mollies putting a number of bullets into 
him through the door. The Major broth- 
ers were warned ui the plot to murder 
them, and escaped the assassin’s bullet by

Kehoe was convicted on two indictments 
and sentenced to the penitentiary for four- 
teen years. While in the Pottsville jail 
he was tried and convicted of another 
crime—the killing of F. W. 8. Langdon in 
1862—and for this murder he was hanged 


to-day. 
‘Two of His Accomplices. 


Two of Kehoe’s accomplices, who partic- 
ipated in the murder of Langdon were 
more fortunate than their leader. They 
were tried and convicted of murder in the 


second degree and séntenced to the peni-, 


tentiary for five and nine years respective- 
ly, the evidence showing that Kehoe had 
not only assisted in beating Langdon to 
death, but had threatened his death weeks 
before for an_ alleged injustice done the 
employes under him. The crime was com- 
mitted on the evening of June 14, 1562. 
There had been a Sunday school celebra- 
tion in the vicinity on the same day which 
attracted a large crowd, among them some 
of the worst characters in the Schuylkill 
region. Langdon took a prominent part in 
the proceedings, and several Buckshots 
(afterward called Mollies) did all in their 
power to put an end to the exercises. 
While speeches were being made and music 
diseoursed by a band, they hurled stones at 
the speakers and musicians. Langdon 
remonstrated with them without accom- 
plishing any good results. 
‘The Pastardly Murder. 

His remonstrances only seemed to fire 
the hearts of the Mollies, when finally 
Kehoe spat upon the American flagtcarried 
in the procession by the Sunday-school 
| children, snatched it from their hands, 


threw it on the ground and stamped upon 


it. This incensed Langdon and he sharply | 
| reproved Kehoe for the act, which reproof | 
| was followed by dire threats on the part of 
| the Buckshot. Langdon’s friends suspect- 
| ed some attack on him and warned him | 
| not to go unaccompanied to his home, 
| which was a few miles distant, but he 
started on the trip by himself notwith- | 
standing.. He had gone but a short dis- 
tance when he was brutally assaulted and 
left for dead, the more sé@rious injuries hay- 
ing been inflicted by Yellow Jack Dona- 
hoe, who was hanged at Mauch Chunk 
with three other Mollies on June 21, 1877, 
he having been conyicted of the murder 
of Morgan Powell in 1871. Among the 
assailants were Kehoe, John Campbell and 
Neal Dougherty (the two latter in the peni- 
tentiary), and probably several others. 
A Strong Man's Last Walk, 

Langdon was a man of most remarkable 
strength and physical endurance. He 
walked to his home on the night he was 
beaten, death not occurring until two days 
after the assault. Owing to the Buckshot 
and Mollie Maguire reign of terror, cover- 
ing a period of about fifteen years, none 
who had knowledge of the threats on 
Langdon’s life, or witnessed the beating, 
had the conrage to give the Schuylkill court 
authorities the benefit of their information 
until 1876, when the bold stand taken by 
President Gowan, of the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroad company, to hunt up and 
punish the Mollie Maguire murderers gave 
them the necessary backbone to appear as 
witnesses against the assassins. Kehoe’s 
friends did all in their power to save him. 
Eminent counsel was employed to conduct 
his pase before the court of Schuylkill 
county, elaborate arguments were made 
before the supreme court for a reversal of 
the judgment of the lower court, and an 
adverse decision having been given by 
that tribunal, the board of pardons were 
finally asked to at least recommend ‘the 
commutation of the death sentence to im- 
prisonment for life. 

‘The Murderer's Struggle for Life, 

Tn my dispatehes from Harrisburg. wap 
given a full account of the dead: man's last 
efforts, and those of his friends, to prolong 
his existence. But a brief resume Of his 
former efforts will no doubt be interesting. 
Ata hearing before the pardon board in 
April, the affidavits of the two peniten- 
tiary convicts concerned in the crime and 
the alleged statement of Yellow Jack Don- 
ahoe, declaring Kehoe innocent of the 


murder, were presented. The result of this 
meeting was the withdrawal of the death 
warrant which fixed his execution on the 
18th of April. The board of pardons hav- 
ing four months afterward declined to 
recommend a commutation, the governor, 
after-obtaining an opinion from his at- 
torney general that his duties in the mat- 
ter of issuing death warrants were simply 
ministerial, designated the 18th of Decem- 
ber for the execution. A few weeks ago 
application was made by Kehoe’s counsel 
for a rehearing, on the ground that new 
and important testimony showing the in- 
nocence of the condemned could be ob- 
tained, The board agreed to meet again if 
the proposed testimony should warrant 
such a proceeding. A deposition was ob- 
tained from a man named McHugh, 
who had lived in the vicinity of the 
murder, but who had not testified 
during the trial, setting forth that from 
what he had seen on the day of the mur- 
der Kehoe could not have participated in 
the murder of Langdon. This affidavit, 
however, was too transparent to deceive 
even the one wavering member of the 
board of pardons, who went to Harrisburg 
to recommend the commutation of Kehoe's 
sentence, put quailed before the force of 
public opinion. And so the fate of the 
king of the Mollies was sealed. 
Kehde's Other Crimes, 


According to the evidence ‘elicited at 
various murder triale, Kehoe was concern- 
ed in a number of other murders beside 
that of Langdon.

KEHOE’S KICK, 


Between Heaven and Earth in An- 
swer to Justice. 


The Execution of Jack Kehoe, For 
Murder, Yesterday, at Potts- 
ville, Pennsylvania. 


A Complete History of His Many 
Crimes, And The Efforts That 
Were Made to Save Him 
From the Gallows. 


Special Dispatch to The Dafly Democrat. 
Porrsvinte, Pa., Dec. 18.—To-day, at 

10:30, Jack Kehoe, the celebrated king of 

the infamous Mollie Maguires, was ex- 


cuted for the terrible crime of taking the | 


life of his fellow man. The history of the 
crime for which he was forced to yield up 
his life to-day is given below. 
Kehoe’s Bearing. 
Kehoe bore up to his fate during the re- 
maining few hours with remarkable forti- 


eleven o'clock, after having made his devo- 
tions, and rested uneasily during the night, 
having slept three or four hours. At six 
o’clock this morning, one of thé under- 
keepers called at his cell door and found 
him still in bed. He arose at once, and 
for a time was engaged in prayer. He 
dressed himself carefully. “While doing 
so, he was asked how he felt, and replied: 
“First-rate; I never felt better in my life.” 
About 7 o'clock Mrs. Kehoe was again ad- 
mitted to see her hasband, and had 2 short 
interview with him before his spiritual 
advisers called. Mass was celebrated by 
Rey. Father Gallagher. Kehoe’s wife re- 
mained with him and partook breakfast 
with ber husband, at 9 o'clock, for the last 
time. The parting between Kehoe and 
his wife was a sad one. At 10:20 the pro- 
cession moved out of the corridors, down 
the jail yard; he walked tothe instrument 
of death, headed by Warden King and 
Sheriff Matz, in the rear Fathers Galla- 
gher and Brennan, reading the service of 
the Catholic church. Kehoe came next 
with his head covered and wrapped in a 
heavy circular, holding a lighted taper a 
in his hands, his lips moving in prayer, the 
least tremor being perceptible. On the 
scaffold his spiritual advisers embraced 
him fervently and whispered words of en- 
couragement in his ear. 

When the sheriff asked him if he had 
anything to say, he threw off his heavy 
clouk, appearing ina suit of broadeloth, 
low slippers, anda beautiful boquet in his 
coat-lappel. Clearing his throat twice or 
three times, he stepped to the front of the 
scaffold, and smiling upon his audience, 
said in aclear, ringing voice: “I am not 
guilty of the murder of Langdon, and never 
saw the érime committed.” At 10:25, the 
noose was adjusted and the white cap 
drawn over his head. 

Just as the hands of'the clock in a neigh- 
boring church steeple: pointed to 10:26, 
Jack Kehoe was lannched from time to 
eternity. Just thirty minutes after the 
trap was sprung, he was pronounced dead. 

Tt was reported this morning that Kehoe 
had made detailed statements yesterday, to 
his attorney, of all his crimes. A Demo- 
cRAT reporter called upon theattorney this 
afternoon to learn ii the rumor had any 
foundation. He said that it had not, that 
he (Kehoe) had never committed a murder 
in his life. : 

His Crime, 

Jack Kehoe, the victim of the law’s 
tardy justiee, was the dead and front of 
the Mollie Maguire order of Schnykill 
county, until his arrest for conspiracy and 
murder a few years ago. It had been 
shown by the evidence of Detective Me- 
Parlan and others that he had taken an 
active part in schemes to have assassinated 
Wm. Thomas and the Major brothers, all 
of whom had rendered themselves obnox- 
ious to the organization. Thomas was the 
victim of a cowardly and almost fatal as- 
sault while he was in a stable, several 
Mollies putting a number of bullets into 
him through the door. The Mujor broth- 
ers were warned of the plot to murder 
them, and escaped the assassin’s bullet by 
exercising the necessary precautions. 
Keboe was convicted on two indictments 
and sentenced to the penitentiary for four- 
teen years. While in the Pottaville jail 
he was tried and convicted of another 
crime—the killing of F. W. 8. Langdon in 
1862—and for this murder he was hanged 


to-day. 
‘Two of Hix Accomplices. 


Two of Kehoe’s accomplices, who partic- 
ipated in the murder of Langdon were 
more fortunate than their leader. They 
were tried and convicted of murder in the 


second degree and sentenced to the peni- , 


tentiary for five and nine years respective- 
ly, the evidence showing that Kehoe had 
not only assisted in beating Langdon to 
death, but had threatened his death weeks 
before for an_ alleged injustice done the 
"employes under him. The crime was com- 
mitted on the evening of June 14, 1862. 
There had been a Sunday school celebra- 
tion in the vicinity on the same day which 
attracted a large crowd, among them some 
of the worst characters in the Schuylkill 
region. Langdon took a prominent part in

Langdon was a man of most remarkable 
strength and physical endurance. He 
walked to his home on the night he was 
beaten, death not occurring until two days 
after the assault. Owing to the Buckshot 
and Mollie Maguire reign of terror, cover- 


| ing a period of about fifteen years, none 
tude.

who had knowledge of the threats on 
Langdon’s life, or witnessed the beating, 
had the courage to give the Schuylkill court 
authorities the benefit of their information 
until 1876, when the bold stand taken by 
President Gowan, of the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroad company, to hunt up and 
punish the Mollie Maguire murderers gave 
them the necessary backbone to appear as 
witnesses against the assassine.

friends did all in their power to save him. 
Eminent counsel was employed to conduct 
his case before the court of Schuylkill 
county, elaborate arguments were made 
before the supreme court for a reversal af 
the judgment of the lower court, and an 
adverse decision having been given by 
that tribunal, the board of pardons were 
finally asked to at least recommend the 
commutation of the death sentence to im- 
prisonment for life. 
The Murderer’s Struggle for Life. 

Tu ue dispatches from Harrisburg, wap 
given a full account of the dead- man's last. 
efforts, and those of his friends, to prolong 
his existence. But a brief resume Of his 
former efforts will no doubt be interesting. 
At a hearing before the pardon board in 
April, the affidayits of the two peniten- 
tiary convicts concerned in the crime. and 
the alleged statement of Yellow Jack Don- 
ahoe, declaring Kehoe innocent of the 
murder, were presented. The result of this 
meeting was the withdrawal of the death 


warrant which fixed his execution on the 
18th of April. The board of pardons hay- 
ing four months afterward declined to 
recommend a commutation, the governar, 
after obtaining an opinion from his at- 
torney general that his duties in the mat- 
ter of issuing death warrants were simply 
ministerial, designated the 18th of Decem- 
ber for the execution. A few weeks ago 
application was made by Kehoe’s counsel 
fora rehearing, on the ground that new 
and important testimony showing the in- 
nocence of the condemned could be ob- 
tained. The board agreed to meet again if 
the proposed testimony should warrant 
such a proceeding. A deposition was ob- 
tained from a man named McHugh, 
who had liyed in the vicinity of the 
murder, but who had not testified 
during the trial, setting forth that from 
what he had seen on the day of the mur- 
der Kehoe could not have participated in 
the murder of Langdon. This affidavit, 
however, was too transparent to deceive 
even the one wavering member of the 
board of pardons, who went to Harrisburg 
to recommend the commutation of Kehoe’s 
sentence, put quailed before the force of 
public opinion. And so the fate of the 
king of the Mollies was sealed. 
Kehee's Other Crimes. 

According to the evidence elicited at 
yarious murder trialg)Kehoe was concern- 
ed in a number of other murders beside 
that of Langdon. He encouraged the as- 
sassination of Thomas Savage, a mine boss 
at Raven Run, Schuylkill county, who was 
shot down one morning in the fall of 1875

| Electric Flashes From all Quarters 
of the Country. 


Accidents, Incidents and Happenings Worth 
Recording. 


‘The New York Socialists.

New Yorx, December 20.—A public 
discussion of an interesting character took 
place in the Germanic assembly rooms 
this evening, under the auspices of the 
socialistic labor party.

He assumed 
the affirmative and spoke with great de- 
tail, and particularity for an hour and a 
half.

bor was a matter of a civil contract be- 
tween — and employed, and could 
not be regulated by legal measure. He 
concn the employment of women and 
children in factories, as their proper 
sphere was at home. 

He favored the establishment of the 
kindergarten schools for the education of 
the children of working men.

Zanxsyiuie, Dec. 20.—Two of the grave- 
yard ghouls were brought into court this 
morning for sentence.

Eaton begged to be given a work- 
house to work out his fine, but the judge 
didn't see itin that light, It will be re- 
membered that when Hilliard, the other 
body snatcher, was brought into court for 
trial he pleaded not guilty, and the judge 
decided that public sentiment and indig- 
nation was so strong against Hilliard that 
he could not receive an impartial trial, and 
therefore continued his case until next 
term.

Misery! Murder! and Mystery! 


Athens Excited Over the 
Taking Off of Mrs. Cavenaugh. 


Her Husband, the Supposed Mur- 
derer, in Jail, and Threatened 
With Swift Justice.

Atnens, Ohio, December 20.—The citi- 
zens of this city were horrified this morn- 
ing, about eight o'clock, to learn that some 
time during the night John Cavenangh 
had committed the terrible crime of mur- 
der, the victim being his wife. Just what 
time during the night the terrible deed 
was committed isnot known. Cavenaugh 
occupies part of a house near the Hocking 
Valley depot. A family named Brownlee 
also lives in the same building. Brownlee 
and his wife say they heard a noise in 
Cavenangh’s apartments about two o'clock 
this morning. 

The noise they heard, they say, was the 
agonizing shriek of a woman, who was 
laboring under very great physical suffer- 
ing ora horrible fear of dreadful doom. 
After the screams they heard a struggle 
which lasted for a little time, then silence 
once more reigned. A little after eight 
o’clock this morning, after the Browalees 
had their morning meal, they noticed that 
everything remained qdiet in Cavenaugh's 
part of the house. 

Mrs. Brownlee remembering the strag- 
gle and screams which she had heard dur- 
ing the night concluded to go intp Caven- 
augh’s apartments and see what was the 
matter.

The crowd was fearfully excited, and af- 
ter hearing the statements of the Brown- 
lee’s, it was thought for a time that Cayen- 
augh would be lynched. He was put un- 
der arrest immediately upon the discovery 
that his wife's death had been caused by 
foul play, and placed in the county jail.

The coroner took charge of the body 
and Drs. A. B, Frame, J. Frame and G. H. 
Carpenter, viewed the body and said they 
failed to discover any particular signs of 
violence, although they say there is some 
suspicious discolorations about the face 
and neck. 

A Democrat reporter visited the accused 
in his cell this evening and elicited the 
following story: He said he went to bed 
as usual, last night, between eight or nine 
o'clock; that he left his wife busy baking 
bread. He said that she complained of 
feeling unwell, saying that she was 
suffering with the headache which 
was caused by the smoke, which is- 
sued from the stove. He said that shortly 
after going to bed, he was alsoj attacked 
with the headache and vomiting, which 
lasted for twoor three hours. After his 
headache ceased, he said he went to sleep, 
and that he didn’t know what time of night 
his wife came to bed. That he by her re- 
quest slept on the backside of the bed. He 
said he never woke up during the night. 
He said his little boy awakened him this 
morning, shortly after nine o’clock, and 
that when he awoke, he discovered that 
his wife was dead. 

The little boy who is about seven years 
of age tells a story, which, toa certain ex- 
tent, corroborates the story told by his 
father. He says his father complained of 
headache, also, that he vomited during the 
night. The affair, as it now stands, is 
shrouded in an awful mystery, and public 
opinion is pretty equally divided. The 
coroner will hold his inquest on the re- 
mains to-morrow, when it is hoped it may 


be proven beyond a doubt that Mrs, 
Cavenaugh came to her death fram nat- 
ural causes.

“THE COURTS. 

Business in the several courts is gradu- 
ally drawing to a close for the present 
term, hence, from now until the new term 
begins, January 13th, our report of busi- 
ness from the court-house will be some- 
what diminished. Judge EVaxs was up 
with the assignment of his docket; there 
were, therefore, no cases ready to be heard. 
Judge Bixasam was fully up with the last 
assignment made ten days since, in as far 
as counsel and parties were ready. Court 
was open yesterday to hear whatever issue 
might legitimately come up. Counsel-in 
important cases (which Judge Brnenam 
expected and hoped he would be able to 
dispose of ut this term), were engaged in 
Room No. 2 in the contested will case of 
Burt y. Bris, and the same was un- 
avoidably continued until the next term. 
Judge Gaeen’s court is the only one 
now in regular session, and a great deal of 
labor has been performed by him during 
the term. In fact there is an immense 
amount of judicial labor required of our 
courts, and the only matter of astonish- 
ment is that the number of judges was not 
increased at an earlier day. Certainly the 
judicial force at present is barely adequate 
to meet the increasing labor which a centre 
of population like Columbus naturally 
furnishes. It may, in consequence, be re- 
garded as a certainty that the number of 
judges will not be decreased for want oi 
legislation. The act under which Judge 
Evans was elected provides for butasingle 
term, but it will doubtless be so modified 
as to give Franklin county three common 
pleas judges without limitation as to time. 


HOW THEY STEAL. 

Some weeks ago, Mr. Arxuxs, the chair- 
man of the house committee on appropria- 
tions, requested Mr. Guover, chairman of 
the committee om expenditures in the 
treasury department, to furnish the house 
with such information as would serve as a 
guide in framing the necessary appropria- 
tion bills of a general nature. 

Among the various matters of informa- 
tion sent by Mr. Grover to Mr. Arxixs 
was the statement that national bank notes 
have been printed in the bureau of engrav- 
ing and printing instead of under the di- 
rection of the comptroller of the currency, 
as the law requires,and that the bureau 
obtained the work on the back of the 
notes by offering to do it for $8.92 a thou- 
sand impressions, which was less than the 
bid of any of the seven bidders. But 
from the first of January to the first of 
July last only about one-sixth of the work 
was done at this price, the remainder 
being charged secretly at $14 a thousand 
for the second printing or green tint and 
$20. thousand for the third printing, or 
faces. Mr, Giover says that congress and 
the public have been deceived as to this 
expenditure; that the bureau figures are 
wholly unreliable; that the bureau reports 
do not make a proper showing of cost, and 
that the bank note printing indicates 
needless expenditure and extravagance 
within the last fiseal year to the extent of 
over $130,000. The expenditures of the 
bureau before 1874 are not even known, 
being mixed with so-called expenses of 
the national loan, and it would take a corps 
of clerks six months to ascertain the ac- 
tual state of the account. 

This is but the index that points to the 
revelations that shguld yet be made, wheth- 
er they are made or not. Any man who has 
followed the history of the men connected 
with the treasury department in general, 
and this branch of it in particular, has 
certainly not failed to observe that they 
get immensely rich on an exceedingly 
small salary in a very brief period of time. 
For years and years the United States 
treasury has been a broker’s office, where 
favorites were enriched at the expense of 
the people at large. 

Mr. Serax has made no improvement 
on the modes of his predecessors. He has 
permitted the treasury to be made the 
same nest of thieves that it has been for 
years. The old abuses have been per- 
mitted to goon under Suermas the same 


> as they did under Ricnarpson and Bour- 


wet and the convict Sawyer. The expen- 
dituresin all the departments of thetreasury 
have been studiously concealed for the last 
seventeen years. The reports have con- 
tained nothing in detail, but everything in 
aggregate, and an aggregation, like charity, 
covereth a multitude of sins. 

Leech aiter leech have filled themselves 
from the yeins.of the public revenues, and 
have fallen off to give place to the insati- 
able daughter of the horse leech, each in her 
turn, crying, “give, give.’ When the 
late lamented Epwarp McPuersos, of the 
bureau of printing and engraving, got full 
and resigned to edit the personal organ of 
Senator Cameron, the world was informed 
that he had effected some most wonderful

| economies. An inspection of the pay-rolls, 
however, reveals the fact that he was as 
| reckless as all the rest of his predecessors, 
and that he permitted the old ring to come | 
into his bureau and enrich their favorites. 
The information furnished to Mr. ATKINS | 
shows that the treasury department is 
sadly demoralized and altogether corrupt. 
Ohio had hoped’that when an Obio man 
became secretary of the treasury that 
honesty, at least, would be put on guard. 
But they have been mistaken. The bank- 
ers and the jobbers have been granted | 
their usual license to make money out of | 
the printing and engraving of the cur- 
rency, while the treasury pays two or 
three prices for the work actually per- 
formed. Thismatter has grown to besuch 
a great abuse that congress will fall short 


on the right track three years or more ago, 
when he demanded that the secretary of 
the treasury show a clean book and a 
clean balance sheet.

The Resumption Question. 
To The Democrat. 

As you have verified your claim of pub- 
lishing a newspaper for the benefit of the 
people, I am emboldened to ask enough of 
your valuable space to publish the follow- 
mg, hoping it may ae of interest: 

n the Evening Dispatch of a few days 
ago appeared an editorial headed as fol- 
lows: ‘A Talk About Resumption,” from 
which we quote the following: “ But a lit- 
tle over two weeks remain until the time 
fixed by law for resumption, and there is 
ageneral feeling among intelligent busi- 
ness men that it will be successfully ac- 
complished. * * * Those who oppose 
resumption are conjuring up in their own 
minds all sorts of obstacles that may be 
laid in the way of its accomplishment.” 
And then the article goes on to give its 
views on two of these obstacles, or argu- 
ments, which are so current as not to need 
repetition here, and are really of no conse- 
quence, for the reason that there is no 
chance of their success. 

The article failed to say what must be 
evicent to all, that those who opposed and 
do now oppose resumption, do so not be- 
cause they believe itan impossibility, prac- 
tically sj ing, but because of the evils 
with which it is fraught. Because of its 
evils in contracting the currency of the 
country, and thereby bankrupting thou- 
sands of industries, and throwing out of 
employment millions of mechanics and 
laborers who weré dependent upon their 
daily wages for the necessaries of life, for 
the support of themselyes and families, 
and who are to-day suffering for the want 
of even the very coarsest sustenance to 
keep them alive. 

But the republican party leaders and 
papers tell us this was necessary; that “in 
this way the workingman will be nearer 
that station in life which it has pleased 
God to call him;” that this was the ‘‘weed- 
ing out process”—“getting down to solid 
business.’ They tell us our “sufferings 
have been extreme,” but they are now at 
an end; that there will be no premiums on 
gold after the Ist of January; “the poor 
man will haye just as good money as the 
rich,” etc. 

But now let us consider the real effect 
this will hate upon the country. The edi- 
torial in question goes on to say that “it is 
a well-known fact that in the business 
transactions of the country yery little actual 
cash is used. The large operations are 
conducted by checks, drafts, etc. The per- 
sons after all who handle the most actual 
money are the laboring classes, who need 
it all for every-day use. Can these men 
afford to hoard gold? Surely not.” 

We agree with the editor in this, but 
why did he not go on to say that capital- 
ists, the money dealers, would not only 
hoard gold, but greenbacks as well, since, 
by virtue of the resumption act, they are 
of equal value to and redeemable in gold, 
and are protected by it from depreciation 
in value. 

This we contend was the sole object of 
the of the act, and not to bring gold 
into circulation as alleged. 

The capitalists will not be satisfied wjth 
the ruin and devastation they havealready 
brgught, but will after the first of January 
(if not already doing so) contract the cur- 
rency still farther by hoarding both 
back and gold for the purpose of reducing 
values of real estate so they can buy at 
their own figures—for the pu of im- 
poverishing the thousands of farmers and 
others upon whose real estate they hold 
mortgages and thus by preventing them 
from Sees! themselves, close upon them 
and leave them homeless and penniless— 
for the purpose of cutting off the means of 
sustenance of the small bondholders, 
and compelling them to sell their bonds at 
asacrifice, and these at a given signal open 
their coffers and put their money in circu- 
lation, again sending up the price of every- 
thing, and increasing their riches two fold. 

The above are the most important evils 
which the infamous resumption act will 
have to father. Therefore, we assert that 
the question as to whether Sherman & Co. 
will be able to resume, is of no importance 
compared to the result that resumption 
will bring about. 

We believe that the late announcement 
of John Sherman that (in last October)

New Narrow-Gauge. 

A meeting will be held at Harrisburg, 
this county, Monday next, to consider the 
narrow-guage railroad now being built be- 
tween here and Cincinnati. The construc- 
tion of the entire line, with the exception 
of the twelve miles between Harrisburg 
and this city, is now provided for. This 
line, known as the Columbus, Washington 
and Cincinnati railway, from Waynesville 
to Washington C. H., is in operation from 
a point four miles northeast of Waynes- 

ille to Allentown, a distance of twénty- 
two miles, where it connects with the 
Dayton and Southwestern railroad, 
now in operation from Dayton to 
Musselman’s on the Marietia railroad, 
adistance of seventy miles, to which the 
road was opened October 27, 1875. It may 
be remarked in this connection that the 
eastern terminus of the Dayton and South- 
eastern railroad will be the Wellston coal 
fields, in Jackson county, a distance from 
Musselman of forty-two miles. On this 
part of that line it is estimated, in eubic 
yards, that from one-third to one-half of 
the grading is com! with nearly 
enough ties already on the entire line. 
Still another connection contemplated with 
the Miami Valley railway isa projected 
road from Waynesville to Columbus, Ohio, 
known as the Miami Valley and Columbus 
railway, passing through ‘a district about 
midway between the Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati and St. Lonis railway and the Cincin- 
nati and Muskingum Valley railroad.

Too Many Poor People Who Want 
to Cut a Swell at Funerals. } 


The Consoling Angel of “The Demoorat” 
Interviews the Undertakers and Gleans 
Much Useful Information. 


“What does it cost to be buried?” No 
answer. 

“What does it cost to be buried?” was 
again shrieked into the ears of the Dexo- 
crat’s Consoling Angel, as he sat quietly 
reading last week's issue of the Christian 
Advocate.

My 
trade is principally among what is called 
the better class of people in the city, and 
the ayerage cost of tiny funerals is between 
one hundred and one hundred and fifty 
dollars. If the friends of deceased persons 
desire it they can have them buried cheap- 
er, but they do not.”

And he being coroner as well as under- 
taker we expected some food for reflection, 
and we found that gentleman ina great 
hurry, as he was just about starting on a 
professional trip, and he very kindly in- 
vited us to call again.

Yet, contrary to the spirit, letter, 
and intent of said section, magistrates will 
persist in issuing attachments and garni- 
shee process for the purpose of reaching 
the personal earnings of heads of families, 
and applying the same to the payment of 
real or pretended claims and the 
costs of suit. The debtor has no 
remedy except to take his cause 
to a court of chancery, which, in most 
cases, requires an expenditure of money 
beyond his ability to pay. The law, there- 
fore, which was intended to afford him re- 
lief is made inoperative and void. Every 
honest man ought to pay his just debts, 
but if he is unable to do so, his creditors 
should not be allowed, without color or 
authority of law, to swoop down with a 
garnishment upon his personal earnings, 
and thereby deprive his wife and children 
of the necessaries of life. He must sub- 
mit to this unlawful practice, or else take 
his cause to a higher court, in order to 
avail himself of the section which the leg- 
islature especially intended should gov- 
ern the action of justices of the peace. It 
is with pleasure that we direct the atten- 
tion of working men to a recent decision 
of Jepce Bixcnax, who, oceupying the 
high place of a chancellor, decided adverse- 
ly to the rulings of a justice of the peace.

known as our city prison, has been long 
and deeply felt in this community. 

That some division of sentiment should 
have occurred as to just whereand how a 
new prison should be located and con- 
structed, affords. no occasion for wonder, 
surely none for complaint. 

Ordinarily communities have little time 
or inclination to give thought or attention 
to such subjects and unfortunates, for pub- 
lie interests involved in such questions, 


insisted that the story was “too thin.” 
They understood it, and then said they 
were “‘makin’ a fire in Gill’s yard. That 
was something; but it was because the 
boys were doing “nothin’ ” that they found 
time for trespassing upon Mr. Gill, and 
thus fell into the hands of the police. The 
crime of the age is “doing nothing.” 

But, anyhow, we need the prison. The 
old “revelers” will continue, I presume, to 
rotate from our streets and our saloons to 


and of social progress generally, the more 
advanced ideas of the few who give the 
subject attention are regarded with indif- 
ference, if not derision. 

Even if time would allow, this occasion 
would scarcely justify a diseussion of ques- 
tions involved in the subject of prison re- 
form, much less an attempt to vindicate the 
motives of men who have brought not only 
high personal character, but broad culture, 
profound wisdom, careful observation, and 
the higher incentives of patrotism and phi- 
lanthropy to the inyestigation of penal 
science. No name in historic record is of 
prouder fame among civilized nations than 
the name of John Howard. The interests 
with which he identified his life and labor 
have long since passed the domain of 
christian philanthropy, and are to-day 
occupying the best thoughts of the best 
minds of men who make and execute the 
laws of our own and other christian na- 
tions. 

While I must refrain also from the dis- 
cussion of the various and important rela- 
tions which the subject of prison reform 
bears to state craft, I cannot well 
forbear some protest against the popular 
indifference to the general subject and the 
common misinterpretation of ideas enter- 
tained by those interested in such reforms. 

That such indifference exists the delay 
which we have experienced in putting 
away the sham of our old city prison will 
sufficiently attest. The public discussion 
growing out of the effort to build a new 
and better one has indicated with equal 
clearness how little is known of the real 
ideas and motives of citizens who sought to 
have this prison confirm to*modern ideas 
of its use, and of its relation to the general 
prison system of the state. Too much 
could not be said in commendation of our 
police board, who in seeking to meet a local 
necessity, sought at the same timé to pro- 


tution of ideas or the ridicule frequently 
indulged, in regard to the subject of prison 


reform, has been such as to impair confi- | lic 


dence and greatly retard the formation of 
a wise and wholesome sentiment touching 
our criminal classes. 

The mention of the subject more fre- 
quently suggests a “ morbid sympathy” 
with the criminal or “a sickly sentimental- 
ity” as to his treatment than anything else, 
whereas the swift and sure punishment of 
crime is everywhere regarded by those 
who have given thought to the subject as 
the best, if not the only means for its re- 
pression. That “prevention is better than 
cure” ig as true of moral and social mala- 
dies as of physical. This is proverbially 
true. 

That something—possibly little—but still 
something in the way of reform among 
criminals may be accomplished is ordinar- 
ily aecepted. At least that efforts in 
that direction are justified will not be 
questioned. 

That, after all, the best efforts of public 
and private communities have been ex- 
erted toward prevention on the one hand 
and of reformation on the other, crimi- 
nals will still remain ; and'that against such, 
punishment must be enforced is as truc as 
that sin isin the world, and that some 
men’s sins are open before hand giving to 
judgment. One more statement in regard 
to which little if any difference of opinion 
is entertained. It is this, that anything 
tending to the repression of crime is of 
vital interest to civit communities. It is 
to this end that laws with penal sanctions are 
enacted and that prisons are built to en- 
force penalties. 

So, for the peace and good order of our 
city, and the protection of the person and 
property of the citizen, we build here our 
city prison or station house. 

Such persons constitute an important 
part of an effective prison system. It must 
be borne in mind that it, though 
a city prison sustains a relation more or 
less intimate to other prisons of the coun- 
ty and state. It is the first step in the 
treatment of the criminal. Here, ordina- 
rily, the offender against law is brought 
for the first time, face to face, with the 
consequences of wrong doing. Itis true, | 
also, that ordinarily itis only for a brief 
detention. These two facts indicating the 
nature of the imprisonment ought to indi- 
cate the prime importance of the proper 
construction and management of a police 
prison. I am not unfamiliar with the 
characters that ordinarily figure in police 

reports. I know that the drunkard, the 
harlot, the vagrants and the sneak thief 
and meanest of all, the man who beats his 
wife, become habitues of such a place, and 
that for these little if any sympathy can be 
indulged. But for the meanest of these 
there is the first open wrong and the first | 
imprisonment.

St. Louis and John in France, 

At the unfortunate battle of Damietta, 
against the Saracens, Louis IX was taken 
prisoner. He bore this reverse of fortune 
so nobly and so magnanimously that his 
enemies said to him; “We look apon you 
as our captive and onr slave; but though 
in chains, you behave to us as if we were 
your prisoners.” 

The Sultan haying sent one of his Gen- 
erals to the King to demand a very con- 
siderable sum of money for his ransom, 
his majesty replied; “Return, and tell 

our master that a King of France is not to 
be redeemed with money; I will give him 
the sum he asks for my subjects that are 
taken prisoners; and I will deliver up to 
him the city of Damietta for my own per- 
son.” And such were the terms on which 
the liberation of the King of France and 
his subjects was afterward effected. 

“This Prince,” an old French chron- 
icler very strong} yendit sa propre chair 
en l'encam,” sold his own flesh by auction; 
for, in order to ease his subjects from some 
taxes he was obliged to impose upon them 
to pay his own ransom when taken prisoner 
by Edward the Black Prince, and confined 
in the Tower of London, he gave his daugh- 
ter Isabella in marriage to Galeas Visconti, 
Duke of Milan, fora considerable sum of 
money. This alliance, though beneath the 
royal race of France, did honor to the soy- 
ereign from the excellence of the motive, 
and could not disgrace the Princess, as she 
became the fortunate instrument of con- 
tributing to the ease and happiness of her 
country. - 

John had left in England two of his sons 
as hostages for the payment of his ransom. 
One of them, tne Duke of Anjon, tiréd of 
his confinement in the Tower of London, 
esca) to France. His father, more hon- 
orable, proposed instantly to take his place; 
and when the principal officers of his court 
remonstrated against his taking this chival- 
rous but dangerous measure, he told them. 
“Why, I myself was permitted to come out 
of the same prison in which my son was in | 
consequences of the treaty of Bretagne, | 

which he has violated by his flight. [hold 
myself nota freeman at present. I fly to | 
lam engaged to do it by my 
word and if honor were banished from all 
the world besides, it should have an asylum 
in the breast of Kings.” 

The animous John accordingly pro- | 
ceeded to England, and became a second 
time a prisoner in the Tower of London, 
where he died in 1384, 


much indebted to his good offices ina dis- 
pute with the Corinthians. Not confiding, 
however, in his safety there, he withdrew 
to Epirus; and thence was driven to the 
hazardous =e of taking refuge in the Court 
of Admetus, King of the Molossians, whom 
he had formerly offended. In order to se- 
cure a friendly reception, he seized an_ 
portunity of taking in his arms the King’s 
infant son, with whom he knelt down be- 
fore the shrine of Admetus’ household 
deities. 

The vengance of the Spartans, however, 
pursued him thither, and the, King was 
threatened with a Grecian war jif he con- 
tinued to protect the supposed criminal. 
Furnishing him, therefore, with money, he 
sent hin across the continent to a port in 
the og oe Sea, which, after various adyven- 
tures, he reached in safety. 

On arriving at the Persian Court, in the 
first yer of the reign of Artaxerxes, he had 
another hazard to undergo, since his name 


was so obnoxious there, that a reward of | 


two hundred talents had been offered for 
hisapprehension. Being conveyed thither 
in secrecy, he applied to Artabanus, a mili- 
tary officer, to whom he represented that 
he was a Greek, who had some important 
information to communicate to the King 
in person. 

Being introduced to the King he discov- 
ered himself, and is said to haye addressed 
him in a speech, which was not only abject 
and contemptible, but the suppliant even 
founded his title to favor on his vices. 
When the interpreter inquired who he was, 
Themistocles answered. “The man that is

Themistocles was received into favor; 
the two hundred talents, the price of his 
head, were pais to himself, and much 
greater rewards were promised if he would 
give useful information concerning Greece. 
fre requested time for acquiring the Persian 
language, which was granted to him; and 
after the interval of a year he appeared at 
court like a native. By his talents and ad- 
dress, he ingratiated himself so much with 
the King and Royal family as to be treated 
with peculiar distinction, and splendidly 
provided for in the Persian manner. It is 
affirmed that the revenues of three cities, 
Magnesia, Lampsacus and Myus, were as- 
signed to him under the name of bread, 
wine and meat; and some authors add two 
more for lodging and wardrobe. With this 
Eastern luxury and magnificence, he was 
so much pera seal that one day sitting 
down to a table spread with delicacies, he 
is said to have turned to the members of 
his family (who had been conveyed to him 
by Epicrates, the Acarnanian), and to have 
exclaimed: “I should have been ruined 
if I had not been ruined.” 

The concluding scene of the life of 
Themistocles is involved in obscurity; but 
it is generally believed that in order to pre- 
vent his being compelled to take up arms 
against his country, he drank poison. 
His remains were privately conveyed. to 
Attica, and the Athenians raised a monu- 
ment to his memory. :

Busy Bees. 

Returns made to the statistical Mepert: 
ment in the seeretary of state’s office,show 
that in the last reported year there were 
in the eighty-eight counties of this state 
142,363 hives of bees, from which over one 
million and a half (1,534,902) pounds of 
honey were produced. At twenty cents a 
pound, this product was worth $306,990.40. 

The reports from the several counties 
show a very equal distribution of these in- 
dustrous little workers, Belmont county 
reports the largest production—3,728 hives 
and 36,609 pounds of honey. Fairfield 
county rej 3,169 hives and 30,382 
pounds of honey, and Tuscawawas county 
3,267 hives and 30,678 pounds of honey. 
No other eounty has as many as three 
thousand hives, but several counties with 


a smaller number produce a teramount 
of honey. Pickaway, with 2,689 hives, 
produced 37,176 pounds; Seneca, with 


2,689 hives, 47,736 pounds; while Muskin- 
gum, with 2,828 hives, rts 30,262 
pounds. The total prodaction of maple 
sugar in Ohio was 1,625,215 pounds, onl 

slightly exceeding that of honey. The fol-

KING IRON. 


An Outline of the History of the Iron 
Interests of Ohio. 

In the coming report of Hon. H. J. 
Walls, Commissioner of the State Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, there will be given a 
history of iron making in the state, and 
the production for the fifty years. 

TUE FIRST BLAST FURNACE IN O10 
Was built by David Heaton and his brother 
James in the year 1804. It was located on 
Yellow Creek, Poland township, Mahoning 
county. The second blast furnace in the 
state was by Robert Montgomery and John 
Struthers, on the same stream, about three- 
fourths of a mile from its mouth. This 
was in the — 1806. The Heaton furnace 
went out of blast about the time the Mont- 
gomery & Struthers furnace went into blast, 
and was neyer up again permently; 
but the second furnace was worked with 
considerable regularity until 1812, when its 
employes were all drafted, and the furnace 
never up again. 

THR START IN THE MUSKINGUM VALLEY. 

In 1808 a furnace was erected in Mus- 
kingum county, four miles west of Zanes- 
ville, on Licking ¢reek. It was built by 
Moses Diller, with a capacity of about one 
ton per day. 

In 1811 & furnace was erected in Adams 
county, knownas the Brush creek Furnace, 
which was in operation in 1837, when 
Professor Mathers was making a geological 
survey of the state, and he relates that at 
that date with twelve employes it had made 
in one-hundred and nineteen days two- 
hundred tong of iron. Two other furnaces 
were erected in Adams county—one known 
asthe Marble furnace and the other as 
the Steam furnace, the latter supposed to 
have been erected about 1814, and called 
the Steam furnace because it was the first 
to use steam in a blast. The last 
attempt to make iron in Adams county was 
about the 1850, by a gentleman now a 
resident of Cincinnati. e@ attempt was 
ae # financial success, and was abandon- 


THE HANGING ROCK REGION. 
The first furnace built in the Hanging 
Rock ion was in 1818, in Greenup 
county, Kentucky. Its capacity was one 
ton . Its stack was twenty-five 
feet in height and the diameter of both six 
feet; with open top an cold blast.

The 
5,100 do not represent all the employes, as 
some of the furnaces purchase their coal 
and ore, and the products thereof are not 
counted by the furnace proprietors in 
making their returns to the Bureau.

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| ROBESON’S RASCALITY. 


| Flagrant Violations of Law In the Navy 
Department. ’ 


Washington Post. 

During the last session of congress Mr. 
Whitthorne, ebairman of the house.com- 
mittee on naval affairs, made a thorough 
| investigation of Secor Robeson’s adminis- 
| tration of the Navy department under the 
great regime. is investigation was 
specially contemplated by the house when 
it adopted the resolution directing certain 
committees to inquire into radical corrup- 
tion. Mr. Whitthorne devoted himself en- 
ergetically to the work, arfd had the hearty 
co-operation and assistance of his Demo- 
cratic colleagues of the committee. The 
Republican members, as a rule, manifested 
very little interest in the investigation, and 
they seldom took any part in it unless it 

was to cross-examine Witnesses with the 
| view to weakening their brag against 
the Robeson ring. In due time the testi- 
mony was complete, and chairman Whit- 
thorn at once prepared his report, but the 
Republican members of the committee 
refused to hear it read or give the matter 
any attention. Each time the report was 
presented they withdrew, hoping thereby 
to prevent any action upon it and thus 
keep the damaging testimony in the dark. 
Finally, after all attempts to induce the 
Republicans to give the matter a hearing 
had failed, the Democratic members met 
and, thus forming a quorum, formally 
adopted the report. In the end, however, 
the Republicans gained their point by ob- 
jecting to the report when it was presented 
to the house, and congress adjourned with- 
out its being spread upon the record. 
Among the first days of this session Mr. 
Whithorne again brought the matter before 
the committee, by presenting the Republi- 
members with a copy of the report and 
asking them to determine upon some line 
of action. He informed them that he felt 
it to be his duty to press this matter before 
the house, and he intended to do so at the 
earliest practical moment. The minority 
members agreed to read the report and in- 
form the committee at its meeting next 
Tuesday what action they propose to take. 
The report will be presented to the House 
at once, with the recommendation that it 
be printed and recommitted.. This report 
reviews the testimony taken, and presents 
in condensed form the flagrant violations 
of law whieh exi in the navy depart- 
ment under Secretary Robeson. 

In the first place it shows that, up to the 
close of the fiseal year, over nine hundred 
and sixty millions of dollars have been ex- 
pended upon the United States navy since 
the ization of the Government; of 
this amount $416,785,272.00 were expended 
since 1874, and under the eight years of 
Grant rule the sum of $182,493,023.48 in 
money, in addition to millions of dollars’ 
wo! of accum material, was ex- 

ded. Besides this vast outlay Mr. 
ope: left ademand for an appropria- 
tion of $2,003,861.27 to meet eertain defi- 
ciencies, and left yarous bureaus of the de- 
partment in debt to the amount of 53,600, 
263.89, which he called upon co to 
pay. The report shows that thirty-one 
ships,-which cost the government $13,775,- 
837.52) were sold for $342,524.47, and twenty 
ships which cost $12,614,300.45 were broken 
up and sold for $541,831.16, and that out of 
the money so received the sum of $101,847.- 
44 was taken as the cost of breaking up the 
yessels. Besides their reckless extrava- 
gance it is shown that Robeson and his 
chiefs of bureaus violated the laws in 
numerous ways. They sold old vessels 
and material at private sale, in spite of the 
law which provides that all such material 
shall be sold at public sale after due notice 
by advertising has been given of the sale. 
They made such use of the money so re- 
eeived from these sales in the defiance of 
the law providing that all moneys derived 
from the sale of condemned stuff or vessels, 
or any material that cannot be used by the 
navy shall be covered into the Treasury, 


and shall not be applied to any use for the, 


for the navy unles specifically appropriated 
by congress. Robeson and his sea pur- 
chaaea supplies and materials by private 
contract from their fryorites, while the law 
ee that all purchases and ‘contracts 
‘or supplies, ete., “shall be let to the lowest 
bidder who is a regular dealer in or manu- 
facturer of” the articles wanted. It is 
showen that oyer $20,000,000 were expend- 
ed by Robeson in violation of this law. 
After setting fouth in detail the irregulari- 
ties, frauds and violations of law that have 
been proved against the Robeson admin- 
istration, the committee conclade with the 
recommendation that they be punished as 
the law directs. This recommendation is 
embodied in the following resolution, 
which concludes the report: 

Resolved, That the acts and conduct of 
the late secretary of the nayy, George M. 
Robeson, and the late chiefs of the bureaus 
of steam engineering, construction and re- 

airand provisions and clothing, W. W. 
V. Wood, Isaiah Hanscom and James H. 
Watmough, in the sale and disposition of 
property, in their method of making con- 
tracts, and in involving the government in 
indebtedness over and beyond the appro- 
priations made by congress for the support 
of the navy, deserve and should receive 
the severest censure and condemnation; 
and that, in addition thereto, said parties, 
as well as others aiding and abetting there- 
= should be punished to the extent of the 
a. 

Resolved, further, that it shall be the 
duty of the clerk of the house of represen- 
tatives to deliver certified copies of the 
testimoney taken before the committees on 
naval affairs and naval expenditures of the 
house to the President of the United States 
and the Attorney-General, with the recom- 
mendation of this house that the parties 
shown by this testimony to have violated 
the law, and especially in regard to the 
unlawful sale and disposition of public 
property and money, may be tried and 
punished as prescribed by law. 


How the Earl of Nithsdale Escaped from 
the Tower of London. 


Among the persons who were condemn- 
ed to suffer for their share in attempting to 
place the pretender on the British throne, 
1715, was the Earl of Nithsdale; and there 
is no doubt but that he would have shared 
the fate of the Earl of Derwentwater and 
the others who suffered had not his amiable 
wife effected his escape. This circum- 
stance exhibiting so strong an instance of 
courage and of conjugal affection, can not 
be better related than in the following ex- 
tract of a letter from the Countess of Niths- 
dale to her sister, the Countess of Traquir, 
written in 1716: 

“The next morning I could not go to the 
Tower, having so many things in my hands 
to put in readiness; but in the evening, 
when all was ready, I sent for Mrs. Mills, 
with whom I lodged, and acquainted her 
with my design of attempting my Lord’s 
escape, as there was no pros) of his 
being pardoned; and this was the last night 
before his execution.

back to the barracks at the point of the 
bayonet. The crimes for which they are 
serving sentence would have sent them to 
the penitentiary had they been civilians. 
Their chance for escape is very slight, as 
the thirty-four dollars which the goyern- 
ment allows for the return of a prisoner, 
will be a very great inducement for the 
officers to be on the lookout for them. 
Several squads of soldiers, numbering 
four in each squad, were detailed to scour 
the city, if the expression is allowable, in

THREE WEEX’S WORK. 

The session of Congress which has just 
taken a receas has covered but three weeks 
of working time, but within that period it 
has performed an amount of work that is 
often not accomplished in a whole session 
of four months. Not for forty years has 
any Congress accomplished as much and 
as important work during the first month 
of its session as the present one. has done 
in three weeks. 

A brief summary of this will be interest- 
ing to the tax payers at large. Six appro- 
priation bills passed the house in three 
weeks, These bills appropriated $49,732, 
330,26 as they left the honse. To this the 

-senate, with its extravagant notions added 
the most modest addition 
~ ever made by a republican senate. 

These six appropriation bills cover the 
bulk of next year’s expenditures, and indi- 
cate a saving of some eight million dollars 
as compared with last year, and a saving of 
some $70,000,000 as compared with the last 
republican house. 

It is not so bad after all to have a demo- 
cratic congress, including the solid south 
and its confederate brigadiers. The house 
also appropriated four hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars for the deficiency in the 
mail service, so that the whole amount as 
it stood in the senate when the recess was 
taken was $50,492,130,26, butit is altogether 
likely that before it ie finally disposed of 
in the senate there will be considerable of 
a reduction from this figure.

Younestown, Dec. Lith, 1878, 
To the Editor of the Evening News; 

Our surveying party engaged in the 
survey of the Pennsylyania and Ohio state 
line were compelled to disband on Friday 
last on account of a deep snow that fell on 
the preceding night and on the forenoon of 
that day. At noon on Friday the snow 
was thirteen inches deep, and on Saturday 
morning it had increased to sixteen inches. 


evening Uy tbe Erie and Pittsburg railroad. 
Mr. G. D. Hersey and myself returned the 
next day by the Yor wh branch of 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
railroad; and our teamster, Edward Hart- 
zell, set out with his team for Youngstown 
at the same time we did. 

Where we left off our survey we were 
just entering upon a yery wet, swampy re- 
tion of country over which the state line 
pemeen it is said, for a distance of four to 

ve miles. This swampy region is sit 
in the south-western part of Crawford 
county, Pennsylvania, and the south-east- 
ern of Ashtabula county, Ohio. On 
Thursday we had adyanced far enough in 
the swamp to find the water and mud 
usually from four to twelve inches deep. 
Add to this sixteen inches of snow, and 
you can readily see that with snow, mud 
and water, had we continued our survey 
we would have been obliged to have done 
some pretty deep wading. But this is not 
all. e depth of the snow was sufficient 
to cover up most all land marks or monu- 
ments that might come in our pathway. 
And these we are especially interested in 
sectarian’ and noting their location and 

istory. 

The survey cannot be continued through 
the swamp until it freezes over or the snow 
is melted and the accumulated water passes 
off. The commission have engaged a man

A Welcome to Socialists. 

The large hall of the Concordia assem- 
bly rooms were fairly packed this afternoon 
by socialists and their friends, who had 
assembled to welcome Henry Falls, Flor- 
jean Paul, Jacob Winnen and 8. Fried- 
man, four German socialists, who had 
| been expelled from Germany for taking 
an active part in the socialist movement 
of that country. There was a fair sprink- 
ling of females in the audience, all of 
whom showed their sympathy for the 
exiles by wearing red silk bows 
and ribbons in their hats and bonnets, 
A large red flag hung over the entrance to 
the hall. Robert Bartholomew was elected 
chairman and John Ritter agent of the 
German section of this city, introduced the 
the exiles, who were received with great 
cheering. Winner, who aj to be 
the most intelligent of the exiles, delivered 
an address, in which he gave a long ac- 
count of the tyranny practiced upon the 
working men of Germany. He did not 
deny ¢bat they were revolutionists, but 
they had never sought bloody  re- 
volution, but revolution to 
achieved by ballot, and not by bullet. 
They had always, said, advised their 
party to be law-abiding citizens, and on 
the very day they leit Germany, when

Nor do we consider at 
the present contingency of the Lowa dele- 
gation standing four democrats and 
nationals to two republicans, in- 
stead of seven republicans to two Nation- 
als, acontingency which might arise should 
the November election be regarded as the 
legal election and the October election pass- 
ed over. Opinion in Iowa is divided as to 
the validity of the October contest, even 
Secretary McCreary having recommended 
| calling a special summer session of the 

Legislature to cure any irregularities, and 
two of the republican congressmen elect- 
ed in October having procured a re-clection 
in November, as not being certain that their 
previous titles were good. Butitis hardly 
probable that the democrats of the House 
will go behind the results of the October 
election. While it may be true that the 
Noveinber election was tecnichally the legal 
one, the intention of the people must be 
respected in a matter 50 momentous as this. 

With the democrats we have included 
such members as were elected by a com- 
bination of democrats and nationals, and 
who have since their election declared 
their intention of voting with the demo- 
crats, or who, it is well understood, have 
formed such intentions. Among these are 
Mr. Srevexsox, of Ilinois; Mr. Lapp, of 
Maine; Mr. Pormn.en, of Minnesota; Mr. 
Ssurn, of New Jersey, and Mr. Waiont, of 
Pennsy!vania. Mr. Bartow, of Vermont, 
though elected as a national, is only a 
bolting republican dnd will certainly go 
into the republican caucus, as we have in- 
cluded him in the republican list. Mr. 
O’Reriiy, of the second New York Dis- 
trict, is classed as a democrat, though 
elected by republican aid over the regular 
democratic nominee. 

The members that we have classed as 
distinctive nationals are Mr. Lows, of Al- 
abama, who with radical aid defeated a 
democrat, and is likely to act with the re- 
publicans; Mr. Forsyrus, of Minois, who 
beat a democrat with republican assist- 
ance; Mr. De La Martyr, of Indiana, 
who was elected with democratic 
aid but will go into neither caucus; Messrs. 
Weaver and Gii.erre, of Iowa, elected 
with democratic aid and, it is understood, 
pledged to act with the democrats in-or- 
ganizing the House; Mx. Mvncz, of Maine, 
elected over the candidates of both parties; 
Mr. For, of Missouri, elected by republi- 
can help; Mr. Russet, of North Carolina, 
elected by republican aid but vehemently 
anti-BLaixe; MetYocum, of Pennsylvania, 
who beat Curtis with republican asaist- 
ance, and Ma. Jones. of Texas, elected over 
a regular democrat. On the general run of 
party questions itis therefore likely that 
thenationals will divide themselves equally 
between the two parties. 

There are the usual number of contest- 
ants for seats, instituted by the defeated 
candidates Of all three of the parties, some 
well-grounded, perhaps, but the great ma- 
jority of them groundless, The result of 
these contests, however, will not vary the 
political complexion of the house. A close 
scrutiny ‘of the grounds of contest show 
that those with probable causes stand 
equally divided between the democrats and 
republicans, so that no important change 
either way could be effected without the 
admission of a large number, of claimants 
destitute of any real claims.

If sesumption was merely giving coin, oF 
even gold for greenbacks as presented, there 
would be no danger. 

The real point of danger, however, to 
the treasury and the conntry, is the na- 
tional bank paper. 

In a few days the money of New York 
will be coin and greenbacks and such bank 
paper as is there convertible into one or 
the other. 

Not one in a hundred of the country 
banks is prepared to redeem its paper in 
New York, apd not one-half of them could 
do it. 

The result, judging from the past, will 
be that the notes of all such banks will be 
thrown out and go into the hands of 
the brokers. 

The general impression is, and I see 
this impression is shared by two of your 
most intelligent bankers, Mr. Gordon and 
Mr. Deshier, that the national bank notes 
will be presented at the counter of the 
bank for payment. If this were #0 there 
would be but little danger. 

But the law of June 20, 1874, which may 
be found in the Statutes at Large for 
1873-4, page 123, provided that, ‘When 
the circulating notes of any such associa- 
tions (national banks), asserted or unas- 


sorted shall be presented for redemption in 
sums of one thousand lars, or any 
multiple thereof, to the rer of the 


United States, the same shall be redeemed in 
United States notea.’" 

The bill then provides that each bank 
shall replace the greenbacks so paid ont in 
redemption of its notes. It is said a eom- 
bination existe’ in New York with a» capi- 
tal of many millions to take adyantage of 
any opportunities offered by resumption. 

If the law above quoted had been drawn 
by the attorney of such a combination it 
could not have been made to suit their 
purposes better. Suppose such a combina- 
tion to exist in New York om the. Ist of 
January, with ten millions in national 
bank notes and ten millions in greenbacks. 


the amounts of daily tranasctions and 60 
little thought of that the secretary of the 
treasury kept nearly twice that amount for 
months in a single bank, almost without 
security and entirely without charge. 

The ten millions in black-backs ‘‘un- 
sorted” ate sent to Washington on the 
evening of the Ist, and are presented to 
the treasurer on the morning of the 2d, 
and redeemed in greenbacks as required 
by law, which a sent back to New York 
to be ready for the morning of the 3d. 
The ten million of greenbacks are’also on 
the morning of the 24 presented at the 
sub-treasury. in New York and the gold 
paid as required by the resumption law, 
and the gold is used during the day to get 
more black-backs, which are in like man- 
nersent on to Washington for the green- 
backs. 

On the morning of the 3d these black- 
backs are presented at Washington for 
greenbacks and the greenbacks ac pré- 
sented at the sub-treasury in New York 
for gold. How long would this see-saw 
continue before it would create a panic in 
New York? 

How long would this runon the treasury 
continue before the five per cent. kep iby 
the national banks to redeem their n: 
would be exhansed, and even the green- 
backs in the treasury, for the treasurer 
must pay in greenbacks and cannot/pay in 
coin ? 

How long would this process continue 
before the national banks would begin to 
fall like a row of bricks, utterly unable to 
keep greenbacks endugh in Washington to 
redecim their notes ? 

That such an opportanity will not beal- 
lowed to pass withont such an attempt, 
can hardly be expected, for if it fails the 
only loss would be a few days interest, 
while if iteucceeded the gaina would be 
millions. 

The only thing that can prevent such a 
result will be the resolute determination 
of the strong New York banks, backed by 
the whole power of the Treasury, to pro- 
tect all National bank notes, whether the 
banks can redeemthem or not.

Any one desiring to have a county 
scholarship must receiye the appoint- 
ment from the auditor and county 
commissioners and obtain from them 
a certificate stating that the person 
named therein is of good moral character 
and an actual resident of the county from 
which the “p pointment may be received. 
The college ibrary contains between four 
and five thousand volumes. In the first 
years of its history it received many valu- 
able books by donation, one from General 
Putman anda royal donation from Eng- 
land, both of which were of special value. 
The latter was received in 1834 and was 
highly valued. The mame of the late 
Thomas Ewing stands, like a beacon light, 
at the head of her alumni and among 
the three hundred who make up 
the same may be found many 
names a8 familiar in Ohio as household 
words, The graduates of this university 
haye, however, been so limited in number 
that they are not largely represented in 
the public affairs of the country; but they 
have, by precept and daily practice, done 
more to elevate the standard of morals and 
beautify life than if they had been conspi- 
cuously prominent in ‘both the field and 
the forum.

First among these is the “old Columbus 
and Maysville,” latterly revivedand known 
as the Columbus and Washington railroad, 
and intended to serve as the éastern outlet 
for the Colambusand Maysville L. division, 
and for the various narrow-gauge interests 
eentering at Washington C. H. 

Considerable stock has been raised along 
the wee line, but not, in the opinion 
of the directors, stifficient to warrant the 
commencement of construction. A large 
amount of this stock in thevvicinity of 
Mount Sterling, has been, by mutual con- 
sent, transferred to the books of the Jef- 
fersonville, Mount prerins and Columbus 
railroad, of which mention will be made. 
The project is not dead, but sleeping, and 
when a railrond shall have been built 
from Columbus to Cincinnati, via Grove 
City, Harrisburg, Mount Sterling and Jef- 
fersonville, will be revived and built aa a 
branch line to such road. The organiza- 
tion will be es up until sach time. The 
ronte next claiming our attention is the 
Jeffersonville, Mount Sterling and Colum- 
bus railroad. 

This was chartered early in the year 
1876, and was intended to form a link in a 
continuous line between Columbus and 
Cincinnati. Prior to this time, the Miami 
Valley, under the ma: ent of 8. 8, 
Haines, had been organized and_ placed 
| under contract from Cincinnati to Waynes- 
ville, in Warren county... Ator about the 
same time, Jas. F. Ely and others organ- 
ized the Waynesville, Port William and 
Jeffersonville railroad, now known as the 
Columbus, Washington and Cineinnati 
railroad, which has been constructed and 
is in operation from Allentown, on the Day- 
ton and Southeastern coal road, four miles 
west of Jeffersonville, to a junction with 
| the Little Miami railroad, about four miles 
easterly from Waynesville, a distance of 
twenty-three and one-half miles. The 
means for completing this road to Waynes- 
ville are provided, and will be forthcoming 
| whenever the Miami Valley railroad has 
been completed to Waynesville. The 
stockholders are looking forward with 
anxiety for the completion of the 
two roads on the east and west, and strongly 
fayor, and are aiding by their private 
means, the Jotfersonville, Mt. Sterling and 
|} Columbus railroad, as being the shortest 
jand best route to reach Columbus. It 
niay not be amiss here to say that the to- 
| tal distance from Columbus to Cincinnati 
by this ronte will not exceed 110 miles, 
| which is ten miles less than by the Little 
Miami road, But to return to the subject. 
The Jeffersonville, Mt. Sterling and Co- 
lumbus railroad company are placing their 
company on a firm financial basis, profit- 

ing by the reverses that have befallen 
some of their compeers. Sufficient stock 
has been subscribed along the line to build 
the road from Allentown, the present east- 
ern terminus of the C., W. and C, railroad, 
to Mt. Sterling, a distance of twenty miles. 
Their engineers are now in the field, locat- 
ing the line between these points, and 
the directors, relying on the promises made 
by prominent Columbus capitalists for the 
citizens, and upon the aid to be had 
in Harrisburg and Grove City confidently 
expect the completion of the line during 
the year 1879, The western terminus has 

been extended to Cincinnati, and 2 peti- 
tion for change of name from that of “Jef- 
Pnieer ge Mt. Sterling and Columbus 

jlroad” to Columbus, Jeffersonville and 
Cincinnati railway, has been filed with the 
| court of common pleas of Madison county.

Or is it Merely «Question of Constitu- 
tenal Construction?

streets, lanes, alleys, avenues, wharves, ani 
landing places; and such gas-light or gas- 
light and coke companies shall in no event, 
charge more, for any gas furnished to such 
corporation or individuals, than the price 
specified by ordinance of such council; and

snch council shall also have power to reg- 
ulate and fix the price which such com- 


panies may charge for the rent of their

Sec. 4, The conncil may, at any time 
after the default mentioned in the preced- 
ing section, permit such gas companies to 
use and occupy the streets, alleys, and pub- 
lie grounds of such corporation, for the 
Pores of lighting the same, and furnish- 
ng gas to the citizens and public buildings.

Oxsy, J.: 

1. A building and loan association in- 
corporated under the acts of May, 1868, 
(S. & 8. 194, 195), has not the power to ré- 
fuse to loan its funds to its members; nor 
to establish such rules and regulations, or 
so conduct its business as to prevent the 
loan ot its funds to a member who bids the 
Tnaiewy premioye therefor; nor to borrow 
money for the purpose of lending it; nor 
to divide or distribute its funds among its 
members in advance of the distribution at 
the winding up of the corporation; nor to 
traffic in shares of its own stock. 

2 Such corporation, acting in good 
faith and reasonably, may compromise 
with a member, and release him from 
further obligation to the corporation, 
whether the indebtedness be for a loan or 
on subscription. * 

3. Where a corporation has abused or 
misused its corporate powers, but not in 
any particular as to which it is declared by 
statute the act shall operate as a forfeiture 
of its charter, the court is vested with a 
diseretion to determine whether the corpo- 
ration shall be ousted of its franchise to 
be acorporation or from the exercise of 
the powers illegally assumed.

3. Whether a grade be unreasonable or 
not must be determined by the cireum- 
stances existing at the time the grade was 
established, and not by the cireumstances 
existing at tlie time abutting lots may have 
been improved, 

4. Within the principle of municipal 
liability, as above stated, is the case where 
a lot is improved in anticipation of, and 
with reference to a reasonable future 
grade which is afterward established, and 
damage results from a subsequent change 
in the grade. 

Judgment reversed and cause remanded 
for anew trial.

Oxey, J.: 

1. A building and loan association in- 
corporated under the acts of May, 1868, 
(S. & S. 194, 195), has not the power to re- 
fuse to loan ita funds to its members; nor 
to establish such rules and regulations, or 
so conduct its basiness as to prevent the 
loan ot its funds to amember who bids the 
highest preston therefor; nor to borrow 
money for the purpose of lending it; nor 
to divide or distribute its funds among.its 
members in advance of the distribution at 
the winding up of the corporation; nor to 
traffie in shares of its own stock. 

2. Such corporation, acting in good 
faith and reasonably, may compromise 
with a member, and release him from 
further obligation to the corporation, 
whether the indebtedness be for a loan or 
on subscription. 

3. Where a corporation has abused or 
misused its corporate powers, but not in 
any particular as to which it is declared by 
statute the act shall operate as a forfeiture | 
of its charter, the court is vested with a 
diseretion to determine whether the corpo- 
rution shall be ousted of its franchise to 
be acorporation or from the exercise ot 
the powers illegally assumed. 

Judgment that the corporation be ousted 
from the exercise of the powers mentioned 
in the first, second, third, fourth, and sev- 
enth specifications of the information. 

The city of Akron vy. the Chamberlain 
company. Error to the distriet court of 
Summit county. 

Mcluvatve, J. Held: 

1. The owner of a lot abutting on an 
unimproved, street of a city or village, in 
erecting buildings thereon, assumes the 
risk of all damage which may result from 
the subsequent grading and improvement 
of the street by the municipal authorities 
if made within the reasonable exercise of 
their power. 

2. The liability of a municipality for 
injury to buildings on abutting lots exists 
only where such buildings were erected 
with reference to a grade actually estab- 
lished, either by ordinance or such im- 
provement of the street as fairly indicated 
that the grade Sep fixed, and 
the damage resu! from a change of such 
grade, or where the buildings if erected 

fore a grade was so established, were in- 
jured by the subsequent establishment of 
an unreasonable grade, ; 

3. Whether a grade be unreasonable or 
not must be determined by the cireum- 
stances existing at the time the grade was 
established, and not by the circumstances 
existing at the time abutting lotsmay have 
been improved. 

4, Within the principle of municipal 
liability, as above stated, is the case where 
a lot is improved in anticipation of, and 
with reference to a reasonable future 
= which is afterward established, and 
damage results from a subsequent change 
in the grade. 

Judgment reversed and cause remanded 
for anew trial.

Yesterday, immediately after noon, 
sortie perkons occupying front rooms on 
the second fléot of the Neil house sent 
complaint to the office that smoke was 
coming into the rooms, and Clerk Camp- 
bell went up to see what was the matter. 
In the meantime Mr. Peter Elliott had 
noticed smoke coming from under the front 
doors of Landauer & Son's clothing es- 
tablishment, new in the hands of the 
sheriff, He rushed into the Neil house and 
turned on the alarm at the Dis- 
trict telegraph box, but in his hurry he 
werely gaye the call for the police. Mr. 
Campbell coming down at the time, ran to 
the front entrance and turned in an alarm 
at the hox, which brought out the depart- 
ineut in very quick time, Some persons 
had also tarned in an alarm at the district 
box in Beck’s restaurant, and at the cen- 


tral office the alarms were so confused | 


that a messenger was sent over to ascertain 
What was wanted, but the fire department 
was there ahead of him. 

The door was broken open by Mr.Charles 
Patterson and a young man named Neff, 
who threw themsélves agninst it. When 
the doors were open the flames flashed up 


| to the ceiling, seeming to receive an im- 
| petus from the draft the open doors 


supplied. In almost an instant water 
was thrown on the flames and the steam 
and smoke completely shut off everything 
from view. Nothing daunted by the 
smoke, the firemen dashed in and began 
their saving work. As soon as possible 
the goods in the near vicinity, consisting 
principally of Gloths, were thrown back. 
The singular fact was reyealed when the 
drawers. under the shelving were pulled 
out and their contents were dis- 
covered to be burning, while the out- 
side the drawers did not seem 
te be scorched. Cutting u hole through the 
ares in front, access waa had to the cellar, 
where the fire seemed to be rhore extended. 
In the front-end a large pile of boxes were 
burning, and further back a pile o! coal 
was blazing up lively. All through the 
aellar there seemed to be separate fires, 


seemingly having no connection with, one | 


another. 

From about the centre of the room back, 
the building is but one story high, and the 
room is lighted by « sky-light, ‘ail around 
which the roof was burning. 

The burning roof was cut away by the 
firemen, and in the course of half an hour 
the fire was so fur subdued as to. allow an 
inspection of the premises. On shelves 
along the north aide of the room a large 
quantity of shirts, drawers, etc., which 
were soaked with water and stained with 
amoke. On the counters lay heaps of fine 
clothes, which were scorched anc ruined. 
The goods*in the other part of the room 
that had eseaped the fire were not so for- 
tunate in escaping the water, and they are 
oped sous to be almost worthless,

Huston’s drug store, on the other side of 
the clothing store, was protected by a fire 
wall, and Mr, Huston said that about the 
only way drugs could be moved around 
hastily was to mix them up in one huge 
pst tee and blessed in the faith of a 

‘ull insurance, he made no preparations to 
vacate the room. This cool-headedness 
undoubtedly saved him a vast amount of 
trouble in replacing and what damage that 


might have occurred through breakage. 

At Brown’s hat and fur store, every- 
thing had been placed in boxes, and were 
seedy to be removed in short time. 

Aside from the store the Neil house suf- 
fered the most. The damage to the build- 
ing is estimated at $1,000, while in the ho- 
tel proper the to furniture, ete., by 
smoke, will probably be $500. In nine 
rooms in the second story, over the store, 
the smoke oozed out around the wash- 
boards and window casings, blackening the 
walls and filling the rooms with the stifling 
stench thrown ont by burning cloth. It 
will require a profuse fumigation to de- 
stroy the scent. 

The people in the hotel were very much 
alarmed. When the alarm was sounded 
Frank Failing was down on the river su- 
perintending ice-cutting, and he came run- 
ning to the house at a pace that would 
have done credit to Deerfoot, and he would 
not be comforted until he had every assur- 
ance that the house was safe. 

Landauer & Sons were compelled to 
elose up last week by the sheriff, who 
levied upon the firm for a judgment against 
it, obtained by some eastern parties, for 
some $5,600 in all, and it was the intention 
of the sheriff to have arranged the goods 
yesterday afternoon-for sale. 

There seems to be no settled idea as to 
the origin of the fire and rumors were rife 
that it was the work of an incendiary. In 
order to get at the origin of the fire as 
near a8 possible the Danite called last even- 
ing upon Sam, Kinnear, the sheriff's son, 
who had been placed in charge of the 
store, to see what be knew about it, and 
he made the following statement:

For the purpose of clarifying the differ

standard was ipproximately correct. In 
1860. the government abandoned assessing 
sugar as refined and unrefined, and intro- 
duced classification according to the Dutch 
standard, and these classifications would 
have remained adapted to the wants 
of commerce and the revenue had it 
not been for the great improvements 
of the manufacture of sugars, by which a 
sugar of a high degree of saccharine strength 
is manufactured into almost any desirable 
shade of color. Under such circumstances 
the revenue laws as they stand were large- 
ly evaded by reason of the law assessing 
duties exclusively by the color of sugars, 
and making no distinction, for want of cor- 
respondence, between color and saccharine 
strength. : 

This evasion of the revenue laws by rea- 
son of assessing the duties on color alone, 
is a question that is being made the, sub- 
ject. of congressional inquiry, and when 
Mr. Weuts was asked if he could illustrate 
the modes of this evasion, he replied :

STEEL GUNS AND SHIPS. 


The Latest Phase of the Old Contest Be- 
Guns and Plates,

Very little is known as yet of the action of 
steel shot a armor; but so far as 
experiment has gone, it ap pretty 
evident that by the afd of such projectiles, 
guns will once more gain the ascendency 
over armor. A steel plate will repel an 
ordinary chilled shot, which -passes_ easily 
tbrongh an iron plate. Thus at Spezza, 
when the one-hundred-ton gun of Sir 
William Armstrong was proved, it was 
found that while a twenty-two-inch iron 
plate wus ponding plover: a steel slab of the 
same thickness effectually repulsed the shot 
The steel got fractured in the trial, but it 
did not allowthe shot to pass. For the 
moment, th re, armor triumphed over 
gun, for soJong as 4.battle-ship can keep 
out an enemy's shot, itis a matter of little 
importance whether her metal scales suffer. 
For thia reason the Italians, the French, 
and ourselyes are-all contemplating the 
building ofsteel-clads. But now comes the 
question whether steel shot can not injure 
steel armor a# fatally as the chilled pro- 
jectiles damage our iron-clads. This is ex- 
ceedingly, probable, and if 60, we shall be 
no better off than we were before. The 
only difference will be that the cost of pro- 
duction both of armor plates and projectiles 
will be magnified. We shall be able to af- 
ford put one steel-clad battle-ship for every 
thre@ or four iron-glada.. Just as we have

must confess is entirely beyond my com- 
prehension.

timidate and arrest hostile voters; and we 
have the edifying spectacle of the chief 
justice of the supreme court of the United 
States going to a distant part of the coun- 
try to try citizens for failing’ in respect to 
these alleeged gfficers unknown to the peo- 
ple, if not unknown to the law. Ii these 
bold assunptions of implied power con- 
tinue to be tolerated by the people, what is 
to prevent some future secretary of war 
from implying from the power “to raise 
and support an army” the power to pro- 
claim a dictator whenever the exigencies 
of the unholy alliance of the money power 
and the republican party may require it? 
It is high time the ground on which we 
stand shonld be examined: It is high 
time to see whether the thousands of mon- 
ied institutions calling themselves na- 
tional, and “the swarms of officers that 
harrass the people and eat out their sub- 
stance” are the offspring of granted pow- 
ers, or whether they are the outbirth of 
party necessity and party assumption. 
When-this examination is made I have 
no doubt the national banking system will 
be found of at least doubtful constitution- 
ality. 

It is not only this, but the system is un- 
necessary and dangerous, It is not neces- 
sary to give us asafe and acceptable cur- 
rency, for treasury notes would be abso- 
lutely anfe and universally acceptable, and 
if issued in place of the national bank 
notes would to’ that extent lessen the in- 
terest bearing debt and the burdens of the 
people. 

It is not necessary to give us banks, for 
legitimate banking has no necessary con- 
nection with the issue of notes to circulate 
as money, for us Mr. Chase well says in 
the report above referred to, page 17:;Well 
founded institajions of large and solid 
capital haye in general little circulation, 
while weak corporations almost invariably 
seck to sustain themselves by obtaining 
from the people the largest possible credit 
in this form.” 

It gives no security to the depositor, for 
when a national bank fails to meet its ob- 
ligations, all its assets are seized by the 
government and the depositor is left to his 
dividend from a foreign receiver, after all 
obligations to the government are dis- 
charged in full, and experience has shown 
thata national bank failure is most disas- 
trous to all creditors except the govern- 
ment. 

But the system ia fraught with danger to 
our jnstitutions. Two thousand and eighty 
national banks, with one in almost every 
county in the whole country, with nearly 
five hundred millions capital, with more 
than two thousand presidents and more 
than ten thousand directors, with fifty or 
sixty of these officers in congress, paid by 
the people to represent their banks, with 
a common interest and facilities for com- 
bination, constitute a power that, if dis- 
posed, could shake the strongest govern- 
ment in the world. 

That they are disposed to use thisjpower 
was shown in the last election for con- 
gress. 1, 

On every ground of constitutionality, 
safety and utility, the system must be abol- 


duce a shock, or even to injure the owners, 
but in the way least caleulated to produce 
disturbance and do injustice. 

The democratic party must inscribe on 
its banners ‘‘the national banking system muat 
be abolished,” and it must be kept then 
through victory and defeat as the old Ro- 
man senator kept before the Roman peo- 
ple, delenda ext Carthago, and in the end it 
will be with the same result, *

Annnal Report to the Governor of the 
‘Trustees of the Imbeciie Asylum. 


The trustees of the Ohio institution for 
the education of idiots and imbecile youth 
filed their report for the past year in the 
governor's office yesterday. The board 
took ebarge of the institution as reorgani- 
zed May 16, 1878. 

The aggregate nuntber of children in the 
institution ie the year was 512, The 
health of the inmates has been exception- 
ally good. 

The improvements authorized at the 
last and previous session of the legislature 
have been generally made orare in pro- 
gress. The new gas works have been fully 
completed and are in use. The construc- 
tion of the barn has not been commenced, 
except to purchase some of the material, 
for the reason that the sum appropriated, 

ed as insufficient. Four 

more is asked for this 
Pp “ onstruction of the new 
wings haye progressed so far as to put 
the buildings under roof, and by the 
middle of Febresyy, 1879, the trus- 
tees hope to ve them fully 
completed and ready for furnishing. In 
this work the board “labored under disad- 
vantages of taking charge of the institution 
after the proper season for beginuing a 
work of such magnitude had elapsed. Yet 
by the best economy of time and labor the 
trustees were able to bring the wings to 
their nearly completed state. 

The trustees ask that the Legislature 
make as early as possible an appropriation 
for the furnishing of the wings, that there 
may be relief for the crowded con- 
dition of the institation. For this purpose 
the sum of $11,700 is requested. 

The general expenses for the year have 
been $64,557.50; for salaries, $10,607; re- 
pairs, $3,505,572; construction of wings, 
$26,526.20; extending heating ap) 8, 
$5,925.79; converting, old laun ry and 
boiling honse into living rooms, $6,153.84; 
removing and enlarging the gas works, 
$2,118.54; new boilers, $2,267.50 
holders and machinery, $350; removing 
boilers and machinery, $93.78; iron smoke 
stack, $184.64, 

The report shows that there are bal- 
ances remaining on hand in all the funds 
ranging from over $43,000 in the building 
fund, and over $3,080 in the general ex- 
pense fund downward, but leaving consid- 
erable money expended in every depart- 
Trent. 

The superintendent, in his report, says 
the number of children admitted oe 
the year is seventy-eight. The causes 
their condition, so far as ascertained, are 
as follows: Imbecility of both parents, 
14; imbecility of mothers, 5; imbecility of 
father, 1; insanity of parents, 1; intem- 
peranee of parents, 1; consanguinity of pa- 
rents, 1; epilepsy, 1; convulsions, 16; scar- 
let fever, 2; brain fever, 1; severe sickness, 
2; fall in infancy, 1; abuse, 2; no canse as- 
signed, 40. those received, 47 were 
boys and 31 girls, To reeapitalate, 20 of 
the admissions are the ofispring of imbe- 
cile parents, or more than one-fourth of 
the whole number. Of47 children known 
to have been born by imbecile mothers in 
the above statement, 20 are reported as il- 
legitimate.

DUEL IN A CELLAR. 


4 Desperate Encounter in a Baltimore 
Store. 


Baltimore American’ Dee, 4. 


A shooting affray took place yesterday 
at abont 11 o'clock in the anent of the 
well known clothing house of Robert 
Moore & Co., corner of Baltimore and 
Hanover streets, between two youn, 
men, each about twenty-four years old, 
and holding positions of trust in mercan- 
tile establishments in this city, resalting 
in the serious shooting of both persons. 
The affair created considerable excitement 
when it became known, as the parties 
whom it concerned stand well in the com- 
munity. r 

Wm. M. James, one of the actors in the 
tragedy, is a young man twenty-four years 

, and employed as shipping cack ny 
the firm of Buck, Heffelbower & Co., - 
timore street, near Howard. He has been 
with the firm sinee its existence, four and 
ahalf years ago. He bears augéxcellent 
reputation in every respect, and*lias al- 
ways been a strictly temperate man, and 
for the last year or two has been a total 
abstainer. His employers state that 
be was always a quiet, inoffensive man. 
The other one of Participants in the 
affair was Denwood B. Hi of about the 
same age as James, emp! as a clerk in 
the firm of Robert Moore & Co., and like- 
aoe in high megs by his er 

inds, it appears, been paying assida- 
ous sibentions to James’ pts who re- 
sides with her parents at No. 386 Lexing- 
ton street, for about two years, but for 
some months past a rumor was current 
that he had accomplished the young lady’s 
ruin. It is stated that Hinds had been 
asked to marry the lady, but had persist- 
ently refused,

rovide himself with?a seven-shooter, all 
loaded and ready for use in an emergency. 
James kept cool and did not confide his 
intentions to any friends. He attended to 
business as usual, and yesterday morning 
wns the first to be in the establishment 
where he was employed, opening the store 
at about 7 o’élock. He attended to busi- 
ness until shortly after 100’clock, when 
he went out and was not seen after- 
ward. At about 11 o’clock he entered the 
clothing house of Moore & Co., corner of 
Baltimore and Hanover streets, and in- 
quired of Mr, Thompson, a clerk in the es- 
tablishment, whether “Wood” (meaning 
Denwood Hinds) was in the store. He 
was told that Hinds had gone down into 
the basement for the purpose of taking a 
drink of water. James went down stairs, 
no objection being made by any one, as he 
was known in the store. Nothing unusual 
was observed in his manner, and he 
did not appear to be excited in 
the _ least. Upon reaching — the 
foot of the stairs he saw Hindsabout seven 
feet from him coming toward the stairway. 
James immediately addressed himself to 
Hinds, and briefly and inalow voice stated 
that his mission to the place was to see 
him and toask what he intended to do 
about “that matter.” Hinds, who remained 
standing about five feet from James, asked 
what the inquirer meant by “that matter.” 
The latter replied that further explanation 
waa useless, as he (Hinds) knew what was 
meant. Hinds responded by saying that he 
did not propose to do anything about it. 
James then drew a seven shooter out of 
his pocket and fired at Hinds. The latter 
promptly followed suit by Sekine out his 
revolver and returning the fire. The shota 
followed each other in quick suecession, 
and the firing and the conversation pre- 
ceeding it was of such short duration that 
two men, the only persons in the base- 
ment, &n; 1 in the extreme end of the 
room, and who were too far away to hear 
anything of what was said, did not know 
anything about the affair until it was 
nearly all over. 
The proprietors and clerks on the floor 
above at first thoughtthat same one down 
stairs was slapping a yard stick on the 
counter, but the pistol shots followed in 
such quick succession as at length tostartle 
them. Both men fired at each other until 
every load in James’ pistol had been ex- 
hausted, when the latter exclaimed, “I 
have had enough; any. ston is empty.” 
Hinds had one more in his revolyer, 
but before he had a chance to fire it off 
James seized him. Thetwo men clinched, 
and for some time there wasa hard strug- 
gle, beating each other with the butt en: 
of the revolvers. Hinds attempted to press 
his re¢olver to James’ cheek, when for- 
tunately Mr. Moore, oneof the proprietors, 
attracted by the noise in the basement, 
came from the upper floor, and seeing the 
two young men clinched a table, 
succeeded after an effort In separating 
them, and wrested the pistols from them. 
James’ revolver was empty, and that of 
Hinds had one load in it. Hinds was 
bleeding from a billet wound in his fore- 
head, and James was covered with blood, 
The men, however, did not seem to suffer 
much, and when asked the cause of the 
shooting. James merely said, “Ask Wood.” 
An examination showed that five shots 
fired by James had struck Hinds’ body, 
the two others lodging in the wall and ceil- 
ing of the réom. ¢ ball struck the cen- 
ter of Hinds’ forehead, but glanced up and 
struck the ceiling. The other ente: the 
cheek below the right eye and lodged just 
in front of the ear. e third passed 
thro the right ear. The fourth grazed 
the left hand, and the fifth broke the little 
finger of the left hand. James received 
three wounds, the most dangerous being 
that produced by a shot through the chest 
to the left of the median line, and two and 
a half inches inward and downward to the 
nipple. Another bullet entered the right 
arm near the elbow, and another i 
passed through his hat. The men were at 
no time more than five feet from each other.

THE POSTOFFICE. 


A Talk With Postmaster Redgers. 

For seyeral days past complaints haye 
been made at Tuz Democrat office about 
the irregularity of mails at the Columbus 
post office. The complaints had become so 
numerous that 2 Democrat reporter felt 
called upon to interview Postmaster 
Rodgers on the subject, and for that pur- 
pose went to the postoflice yesterday, 
where the gentlemanly r was 
suse, and the following coloquy took 
place: 

Reporter—Major,there have been numer- 
ous complaints about the ity of the 
mails at your office for some tithe’ past. 
Can you inform the readers of Taz Drao- 
crat why it is? 

=r Rodgere—Well, everybody knows 
that for the past week or ten days trains 
on all roads entering here haye been from 
three to seven hours late. Somedays we 
haye received no mail at all from the east. 
Ol course when trains are late and the 
mails don’t arrive the public cannot blame 
the postoffice officials. 

Reporter—But there haye been several 
complaints at the office of letters being 
lost, either at your office or before they 
reach their destination. Can you throw 
any light upon that subject? 

jor Rodgers—We receive complaints 
every day about letters being lost, and in 
nine cases out of ten it is the fault ofthe 
public and not the postoffice officials. The 
people haveno idéa ofthe number of let- 
ters that are sent to the dead letter office 
weekly, for want of proper postage or bet- 
ter directions. Why, only day a 
prominent business firm in the ety drop- 
ie a letter” in the office l to 
ohn Smith No. Broadway, Ohio. 
Now) we were satisfied that the letter 
was intended for New York city, and we 
examined a New York directory that we 
have in the office and found the firm’s 
name and number as it ap on the 
envelope. We then wrote the proper ad- 
dress on it and forwarded it. Had the let- 
= — apache 3 some small town and 
t m’s care id. not’ appeared on the 
envelope, of coufse we would have sent it 
to the dead-letter office, not knowing who 
mailed it, and the firm might bave censured 
the postoffice for the loss of it, Such cases 
occur almost daily, and the mistakes are 
made by persons who afterward are cer- 
tain that their mail matter was properly 
stamped and directed. 

Reporter—But, major, two or three 
cases have.come under the pergonal obser 
vation of Tux Devocrat where valuable 
letters never reached their destination. 
Now, the envelope in which these letters 
were mailed had the name of a business 
firm in this city printed on them, and of 
course if'they were held for postage or 
better directions, they would have been re- 
turned to the firm. As these letters never 
reached their destination, and the firm has 
heard nothing from them, the conclusion 
has been reached that there must be some- 
thing crooked somewhere. What do you 
say about that? 

‘Major Rodgers—It is possible that there 
may be a dishonest postoffice official. You 
will find dishonest men in public and pri- 
vafe life; but the employes of this office 
have been tried, as it were, before, and I 

would not hesitate 2 moment to risk every 
thing I haye on their honesty. As I said 
before, nine times ont of ten the fault ix 
with the public, but we are always ready 
to inquire into eyery case. A book is kept 
at this office, in which all complaints 
are entered and asearch for the missing 


article is instituted in each case. We 
keep the book here for that 
pur, , and we shall always be 
glad to have the people report to us 


when anything goes wrong. You will do

Tt is a favorable angury that such a 
meeting has been called by the enthusias- 
tic young men of our state capital. 

There has been no timé in the past when 
there was more need of wise counsel in the 
democratic party than now, and here in 
this state. 

One day is not sufficient time for the un- 
official thinkers of the party to debate, de- 
liberate aud decide upon the important 
questions which ought, and probably will, 
come before the meeting.

chief justice of the supreme court, 
and the Attorney-general, with the con- 
currence of the senate. 

There are other things requiring atten- 
tion, such as the schools, the public works, 
and the prison system of the state. But 
a meeting-of this character will not be able 
to entertain all these questions. 

It has been my ‘observation that state 
nominating conyentions are unfayorable 
for the proper consideration of questions 
of doctrine, or eyen of party expediency. 

How can the people any longer look 
with hope or Confidence to those who are 
seeking official distinetion!, To make the 
sacrifice, sometimes is required to advance 


a Feet cause.

present, without a leader, in or out of con- 
gress. The foremost among them appear 
to be barren of ideas, while the all-pre- 
yailing money question, which so imme- 
diately affects the siete of the people, is 
ignored. The fact is, the official intellestof the 
country has become familiarily stupid and 
cowardly. It is therefore d matter of pro- 
found gratification that you have deemed 
it expedient to convoke the unofficial 
leaders and thinkers, on that auspicious 
day, to consult as to the political situation. 
The meeting will not be burdened with 
candidates and place hunters, as_nomina- 
ting conventions usually are. The men 
who meet there will be free to speak and 
to act. No harm, but much good will be 
likely to flow from the conference.

| Death of the President of the First State 
| House Commission. 


Willimn Althorpe Adams, who died on 
Christmas night at his residence at New- 
port, Kentucky, was wellknown in Colum- 
bos and throughout central Ohio, He was 
born in Boston, Mass., July 2, 1797. His 
| father was a trader and ship owner, carry- 
ing on business principally between Bos- 
ton and Havre. The Napoleonic wars, so 
disastrous to commerce, particularly on 
| the high seas, through the savage course of 
Great Britain and French relations, re- 
sulted in the ruining of Mr. Adams’ busi- 
ness, his vessels falling victims to the 
French, leaving him nothing to show for 
| his former wealth but claims on France. 
In 1802 haeame west, bringing his family, 
including the subject of this sketch, and re- 
mained a short time at Marietta, whence he 
went to the little Indian settlement of 
Waupauvtonika, the site of the present 
Dresden, headwaters of the Maskingum 
river. There he remained several yea 
| trading with the Indians, He peutanden 
thence to Zanesville, where he built the 
second residence, and where, in subsequent 
years, William A. Adams studied law, in

A Few Pointed and Pertinent Po- 
litieal Points. 


A Big Row Brewing Among The 
Leaders of the Republican Party— 
An Explosion Imminent.

The democratic papers of Ohio have been 
exceedingly indiscreet in devoting their 
time so exclusively to discussing the mer- 
its and demerits of various men in the 
democratic party, in connection with all 
offices from the presidency down to a jus- 
tice of the peace.

Fay, ah, = Sala he had to say on the 
subject. e reporter found Mr. F. in his 
office at the institution, and needing no in- 
troduction, handed him the communica 
tion. After reading it he handed it back, 
and lgughingly said, “That's news to me.” 

“Then you know nothing of a fire in the 
institution ?" queried the reporter. 

“No sir,” replied Mr. Fay, “and I think 
I would bavekfown it had there been 
one, Furthermore your communicant is 
mistaken when he asserts that pupils are 
allowed te shoot fire crackers in the build- 
ing. Pupils are expressly forbidden to 
have fire crackers at all, but of course oc- 
casionally some of the boys will buy them 
when up town; then, during the holidays 
when they receive their Christmas boxes 
from home, their friends often send them 
fire crackers, and toy pistols,but we always 
take them from them when found. 
On one or two occasions there have been 
fire crackers fired in the building, but each 
time the offenders were punished, Of 
course among so many boys as we have 
here zome will be found who will break 
the rules of the institution, no matter how 
closely they are watched; but every child, 
Jet him be large or small, is taken to task 
for every violation of the rules, and no 
favoritism i8 allowed in the institution. 
Your correspondent says he is not telli 
the worst about the condition a 
things ss they exist here.

Besides these lands, $64,623,512 in United

given away to these hungry corporations, | 
and yet they are not satisfied. The Texas’ 
and Pacific railroad, with a land-grant of 
18,000,000 acres from the United States and 
still larger grants from Texas, besieges con- 
gress at every session to indorse its bonds 
or guarantee the interest—i. e., to advance 
the money or supply the credit—to enable 
it to construct a road through the lands 
which the government has given it. It ts 
surely time to put an end to this, gort. of 
thing.

The Sultan Talks. 
Associated Press Cable Dispatch. 
Loxpox, December 30.—Some dispatches 
from Constantinople describe at length a 
scene in the sultan’s palace on Saturday, 
when he made his New Years address to 
his cabinet, He expressed strong hopes 
for the future of Turkey. Her enemien he 
thought had exhausted their means of at- 
tack upon the empire. The close alliance 
which “had been formed with England 
would\be productive of additional strength 
and securities. The reforms whieh he on 
his part hud not only earnestly desired to 
be aceomplished, but many of which he 
had himself suggested would be carried 
out as effectually and promptly as circum- 
stances would permit. 
The loyalty of bis subjects to him
